ORLD COMMUNISM has made the American 
W caueational system—from the nursery schools 
through the universities—a primary target for 
propaganda, espionage, and infiltration activities, 
This is the nub of a report published on July 17 by 
the Senate Judiciary Committee summarizing a two- 
year inquiry into subversive activities in our schools 
and colleges. The special subcommittee was headed 
by Senator William E. Jenner (R), of Indiana. Hear- 
ings were held in Washington, New York, Boston and 
Chicago. More than 100 witnesses were heard, of 
whom only 20 were “responsive witnesses.” The report 
lists 82 educators who refused to answer questions 
touching alleged Communist afliliations. All these 
refusals were based on the Fifth Amendment to the 
Constitution, which excuses witnesses from giving self- 
incriminating testimony. The report lists the present 
teaching job of each of the non- 
responsive witnesses,

By March 25, 1953, eighty-one teachers had been 
separated from the New York City school system for 
Communist activities, and 180 others still were under 
investigation, 

California also has taken vigorous action to weed 
out Communist teachers at all levels. More than 100 
faculty members already have been dismissed by Cali- 
fornia colleges, and many more still are under inquiry. 

Communist professors in various U. 8. colleges often 
were called into the government service for emergency 
assignments during and after the war. Such assign- 
ments included the War Production Board, Office of 
Price Administration, Atomic Energy Commission, 
the Treasury Department and the Department of 
Agviculture, 

“The Communist teacher has a very definite function 
to perform,” the committee report continues. “He 
must not only make himself an agent of the class 
struggle, but must indoctrinate other teachers and 
must see that his students are indoctrinated. * * * 
Communist teachers must take advantage of their 
position without exposing themselves, to give their 
students, to the best of their ability, the working class 
education.” (Page 21.) 


Hi fight to drive Communists out of the educa- 

tional system is resisted bitterly in every city and 
town by wobblies and fellow-travelers, who raise the 
cry of “academic freedom” against those who would 
protect education from Kremlin-fashioned Thought 
Contrel. But academic freedom is not involved in 
the fight against Communism, because, as the Senate 
committee’s report observes, a Communist educator 
already is enslaved in heavy chains of Red dogma and 
theory, which forbid an attitude of objective scholar- 
ship on any subject, be it history, economies, political 
science, even the physical sciences, 

Wherever placed, the committee’s report continues, 
“Communist teachers use their positions in the class- 
room, and in extra-curricular activities, to subvert 
students and other teachers, and the public, to pro- 
mote the objectives of Communism. Communist 
penetration of the schools is becoming more covert, 
and Communist teachers are being organized into a 
secret underground more difficult to detect. Teachers, 
students, and educational authorities, public and pri- 
vate, do not have the means to identify, unassisted, 
these secret members of the Communist Party, or to 
trace their conspiratorial activities. Exposure of 
Communists by Congressional and State legislative 
committees has helped local authorities protect them- 
selves against organized subversion, and has given such 
authorities the evidence by which some hidden Com- 
munists could be removed from teaching positions.” 


Teachers identified with the Communist apparatus 
are described as “morally unfit to teach, as well as a 
threat to national security.” 

“A teacher, who invokes his privilege against incrim- 
ination rather than deny membership in the Commu- 
nist organization before a duly constituted authority, 
violates his trust and forfeits his right to shape the 
character of our youth.” 

A second priceless survey of the Communist move- 
ment in U. 8. education is available in House Docu- 
ment 213 (83rd Congress—Ist Session), by Hamilton 
A. Long, a member of the New York State Bar, who 
served as a major in the Air Force Combat Intelli- 
gence Unit during World War II. 

“The fact that there are comparatively few Com- 
munists among the hundreds of thousands of fine loyal 
citizens in the teaching profession, is not the measure

of the gravity of the problem involved. The conspira- 
cy’s influence, its potential threat to the Republic and 
American civilization, far exceeds what some might 
expect, if judging by mere numbers, by size of mem- 
bership.” 

At another point, Mr. Long emphasizes that “every 
member of the conspiracy gives allegiance to Soviet 
Russia and, therefore, is a pledged traitor to the U. 8S. 
—its pledged enemy, ever ready to obey the Kremlin’s 
order, even to the point of committing overt acts of 
treason in war.” 

Long’s carefully documented study of the Commu- 
nists’ conspiracy in education was printed as a public 
document under House Resolution 201, introduced by 
me on July 16, 1953. The title of the pamphlet is, 
Permit Communist Conspirators To Be Teachers? It 
is for sale by the Superintendent of Documents, U. 8S. 
Government Printing Office, Washington 25, D. C., at 
20 cents a copy. 

The pamphlet makes an excellent handbook for pa- 
triots interested in driving Communism from the field 
of education in their home communities. It traces the 
Communist conspiracy in this country from its very 
beginnings in 1919, and offers a scholarly synopsis of 
the various Congressional and State legislative inves- 
tigations since that time, including a digest of leading 
decisions from the Federal and State courts outlawing 
subversion, espionage, and sabotage. 

There is ample legal authority already at hand to 
protect the American people against the Kremlin con- 
spiracy in education. Present laws need only to be 
enforced and sustained by an informed and aroused 
public opinion. No city would tolerate the systematic 
corruption of its youth by teachers unqualified pro- 
fessionally for their positions. Why, then, should 
any community permit Communist conspirators per- 
sistently to warp the minds and attitudes of its young 
people in the direction of Godless materialism? Every 
school board enforces minimum standards of profes- 
sional qualification for teachers. Why not apply the 


same measuring rod in matters of moral fitness? 
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AMERICA BETRAYED

OR THE FIRST TIME in history there is now 
Fsvaitabie to the American people the complete doc- 
umented story of Communist infiltration of the 
U. 8S. Government during the New Deal years, 1933-52. 
During those years Communist agents and spies 
gained high places in the White House, the State 
Department, the Army, the Navy and the Treasury, 
Office of Strategic Services, National Labor Relations 
Board, War Production Board, Works Progress Ad- 
ministration, Department of Agriculture, Labor De- 
partment, National Recovery Administration, Public 
Works Administration, Lend-Lease Administration, 
Oflice of Price Administration, the United Nations 
Relief and Rehabilitation Administration and, finally, 
the United Nations, 

Four distinct departmental networks of Communist 
espionage made the New Deal a Red web, with every 
major decision of government funneling, at some point, 
through the hands of a ranking pro-Communist official. 

This whole shocking story is delineated, with names 
and dates, in the recent report from the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee’s Subcommittee on Internal Security, 
headed by Senator William E. Jenner (R), of Indiana. 
The Jenner Report, published July 30, 1953, is titled 
Interlocking Subversion in Government Departments. 
It is a Senate Document of the 88rd Congress, Ist 
Session, available to the public, through the Govern- 
ment Printing Office. 

A secret intelligence report submitted to President 
Truman under date of November 25, 1945, traced the 
four Communist espionage rings then known to be 
operating within the federal departments in Washing- 


ton. Elizabeth Bentley, who acknowledged she had 
been a courier for the espionage 


rings, revealed the whole Communist 
network to the FBI when she broke 
with the Communist Party. 

All the U. 8S. Government secrets 
gained by these espionage rings were 
cleared to Moscow through Vassili 
Zubilin, the second Secretary in the 
Soviet Embassy in Washington. 
Zubilin directed all the activities of 
the dreaded NKVD (secret police) 
in North America. 

“The espionage groups with which 
Bentley worked were primarily em- 
ployees of the U. S. Government sta- 
tioned in Washington, D. C.,” the 
Jenner Report says. 

“The head of the most important 
group was N. Gregory Silvermaster, 
at one time an employee of the De- 
partment of Labor and now [1945] 
connected with U. 8. Treasury De- 
partment. Another member of this 


group, who resides with Silvermas- 
ter, is William L. Ullman, a Major 
in the U. 8S. Army Air Force sta- 
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tioned at the Pentagon Building, who has been respon- 
sible for obtaining and photographing classified infor- 
mation regarding U. S. Government war plans, and 
also reports of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
copies of which had been furnished to Army Intelli- 
gence in the Pentagon. Other members of this group 
included George Silverman, a civilian employee of the 
War Department; Harry Dexter White, Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury; William Taylor, also an 
employee of the Treasury Department; Lauchlin Cur- 
rie, Administrative Assistant to the President of the 
U.S.; and other lesser figures.” 

This was the top layer of the Communist espionage 
ring, which operated with a free hand in all the gov- 
ernment departments during the Roosevelt and Trn-

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man years. The network was established with tacit 
White House assent immediately after President 
Roosevelt’s recognition of Communist Russia in No- 
vember, 1933. Roosevelt had taken office on March 4, 
1933. 

“The head of the next most important group of Soviet 
espionage agents with whom Bentley had maintained 
liaison was Victor Perlo of the War Production Board. 
The individuals in this group included Charles Kra- 
mer, an investigator for Senator Kilgore’s committee 
in the U. 8. Senate; Henry Magdoff of the War Pro- 
duction Board; Edward Fitzgerald, formerly of the 
Treasury Department and later with the War Produc- 
tion Board; Donald Wheeler of the Office of Strategic 
Services; Mary Price, formerly employed by Walter 
Lippman in Washington, D. C.... There were various 
other minor government employees in this group, 
including Sol Leshinsky and George Perazich, who 
were employees of the UN Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration. 

“Bentley advised that members of this group had 
told her that Alger Hiss of the State Department had 
taken Harold Glasser of the Treasury Department and 
two or three others and had turned them over to direct 
control by the Soviet representatives in this country. 
In this regard, attention is directed to Whittaker 
Chambers’ statement regarding Alger Hiss, and to the 
statement by Gouzenko regarding an assistant to the 
Secretary of State who was a Soviet agent.” 

Igor Gouzenko is identified later in the Report as a 
Code Clerk in the Soviet Embassy at Ottawa, Canada, 
who had stated in an interview with U. 8. Intelli- 
gence ollicers that “he had been informed by Lt. Kula- 
kov, in the Office of the Soviet Military Attache, that 
the Soviets had an agent in the U. 8. in May, 1945, who 
was an Assistant to the then Secretary of State.” 


[Ess important officials named in this 1945 Intelli- 

gence Report, as submitted to President Truman 
on November 25 of that year, included among others 
Robert T. Miller, III, State Department; Maurice Hal- 
perin, Office of Strategic Services; Willard Park, Office 
of Inter-American Affairs; Michael Greenberg, Foreign 
Economic Administration; William Remington, War 
Production Board, 

“The Bentley woman was explicit in that all of the 
individuals actively engaged in espionage for the 
Soviets, as named by her, were furnishing information 
from the files to which they had access in Washington, 
and that many of them, prior to Jacob Golos’ death in 
1943, paid their Communist Party dues to Golos 
through her. 


“To date over 80 individuals have been named by 
Miss Bentley as being connected with the Soviet espio- 
nage organization. Of this number 37 have been iden- 
tified as employees of the U. 8. Government in Wash- 
ington, D. C.” 

This intelligence report, submitted to President Tru- 
man under date of November 25, 1945, did not see the 
light of day until it was ordered printed as a public 
document by the Jenner Committee, under date of July 
30, 1953! 

“Did you have trouble or difficulty in moving these 
agents into strategic positions in the government, or 
in the Army? How were they moved to these strategic 
spots so they could get you the information ?”, Sen- 
ator Homer Ferguson (R-Mich.) asked Miss Bentley 
at one point in the 1952 hearing. 

“We didn’t have too much trouble,” the witness 
responded. ... “I would say that two of our best ones 
were Harry Dexter White and Lauchlin Currie. They 
had an immense amount of influence and knew people,

and their word would be accepted when they recom- 
mended someone.” 

“In other words, Currie and White were your instru- 
mentalities in putting people into strategic positions?” 
Senator Ferguson persisted. 

“I would say they were our most important ones,” 
Miss Bentley replied. 

This, then, was the picture of how the United States 
Government gradually was turned over secretly to 
pro-Communist administrators, department by depart- 
ment, with a personal aide to President Roosevelt 
(Currie) engineering the appointments from a White 
House desk, and an assistant secretary of the Treasury 
(White) managing the distribution of all overseas 
financial assistance during and after the war. 

Senator Ferguson asked if there had been other 
appointment assistants in high positions to guide the 
Communist ring’s infiltration. 

“Yes,” Miss Bentley replied. “Whoever we had as 
an agent in the Government would automatically serve 
for putting someone else in. For example, Maurice 
Halperin was head of the Latin American Section of 
the Office of Strategic Services, and we used him to 
get Helen Tenney in there. Once we got one person 
in, he got others, and the whole process continued like 
that.” 

“But if you desired to shift a person from one posi- 
tion to another, you would use White or Currie?” 

“We would use White or Currie if we could,” Miss 
Bentley answered. (Institute of Pacific Relations, 
p. 419.) 

In transferring Communist agents within the Fed- 
eral structure, the Red spy ring made it a point never 
to let one of their stooges get into the Army, unless he 
could land in the Intelligence Section. Said Miss 
Bentley on this score: “The Soviet intelligence didn’t 
like to lose anybody to the Army unless they could 
get into a strategic position—that is, not the infantry, 
but with Intelligence.” 

“You tried,” Senator Ferguson asked, “to keep your 
members out of the real fighting, because they could 
give you little aid?” (See America Betrrayep, Page 32) 
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NE OF THE most vexing problems confronting 
O our country today is how to stamp out the 
menacing Communist infiltration in all seg- 
ments of our society without impairing our cherished 
individual liberties under our Constitution and our 
Bill of Rights.

“STOMACH COMMUNISM"

academic solution of a complicated 
and serious problem is so widely 
held among “liberals” in all walks 
of life that it may be accepted as 
a truism and a major factor in de- 
termining vital foreign policies, 
In an address to the U. 8. Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Paul Hoffman said 
that if our foreign aid could improve 
the income of impoverished peoples 


by $200 per person annually, the 


dupes to do the work for them. Lenin said: “Commu- 
nism will not be put across by Communists, but by 
non-Communist aid societies,” and added that “Our 
task is to utilize every manifestation of discontent 
and collect and utilize every grain of even rudimentary 
protest.” 

Although most loyal Americans now agree as to the 
sinister designs and methods of the Kremlin, there is 
a vast difference among us on 
two points: (1) Ability to 
recognize this program in op- 
eration, and (2) Means, meth- 
ods and importance of combat- 
ting it. Many of our most 
respected “liberals” are com- 
pletely confused on_ these 
points. For instance, in a 
public address a noted edu- 
cator, when confronted with 
the facts of this successful 
method of Communist aggres- 
sion, was asked what he pro- 
posed to do to defeat it. He 
replied that the way to nen- 
tralize Communism to 
solve such problems as poor 
housing, inadequate living 
standards, and racial preju- 
dice, thereby eliminating con- 
ditions which nourish Commu- 
nism. In short, that it is 
primarily an economic prob- 
lem. 

That an ardent “progressive” 
educator should hold this view 
is not surprising since it is 
rather generally accepted by 
left-wing educators of the high- 
est rank. Of far more impor- 
tance is the evidence that this 
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threat of Communism in those coun- 

tries would be eliminated. In his 
plea to Congress for funds for an attack on hunger and 
want, former President Truman said: “Stomach Com- 
munism cannot be halted with weapons of war.” 
Numerous other influential leaders have expressed the 
same viewpoint. Since this casual assumption is the 
principal stimulus behind the vast non-military expen- 
ditures abroad since the end of World War II, it 
would seem timely to take a realistic look at it, Have 
the results of eight years’ ex- 
perience justified the soundness 
of our premise? Or could it 
be a half-truth which has gen- 
erated theories and hopes lead- 
ing us down the pathway of 
self-delusion ? 

From 1945 to 1952 our for- 
eign aid grants exceeded $48 
billions according to figures 
submitted by the Council of 
State Chambers of Commerce. 
This sum exceeds “the total 
net value of all property, plant 
and equipment owned by all 
the American manufacturing 
corporations combined. The 
entire stock of gold in the 
United States is worth $23 
billions. This is less than half 
the total amount provided by 
Congress for foreign aid pro- 
grams in the seven post-war 
years since July 1, 1945.” This 
vast out-pouring of our wealth 
has met little opposition from 
our people because it is in the 
American tradition to give 
generously to the impoverished 
of all lands. Furthermore, 
there is the sinister threat of 
Communism menacing freedom 
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everywhere and it has been our fervent hope that eco- 
nomic aid would prevent the recipient nations from 
being drawn into the vortex of slavery. But how has 
this theory worked out? 

Since the end of World War II five nations have 
received from us gross aid as follows: Albania, $20 mil- 
lion; China, $1,803 million; Czechoslovakia, $213 mil- 
lion; Hungary, $18 million—a grand total of $2,497 
million—and then all have succumbed to the tyranny 
of the Kremlin. In addition some $465 million was 
given to the U.S.S.R. after 1945. In each of the first 
five countries, as well as others behind the Iron Cur- 
tain, the Communist control was established by infil- 
tration, sabotage and the coup d’etat, and maintained 
by force and violence. Economie conditions before or 
after surrender to the Soviets have had little or notlr- 
ing to do with it. 


\ JUILE it is true that many other countries re- 

ceiving our aid did not fall to Communism, it is 
by no means clear that our economic assistance was 
the determining factor in their adherence to the free- 
dom of their fathers. In fact, the battle is far from 
over in such a country as France, where the Commu- 
nist vote is of frightening proportions, and where Com- 
munist-controlled labor can, and has, tied up the 
nation’s economy. Similarly in Italy the latest elec- 
tions gave little encouragement to those who cherish 
the theory that the rise or fall of Communism depends 
on a country’s standard of living. After receiving 
approximately $2 billions of American money there is 
no doubt that the economic status of the Italians has 
greatly improved during the past four years, yet Com- 
munism remains a constant menace, 

We hear that Italians are so poor that Communism 
appeals to them, says Lawrence Fertig, noted econo- 
mist, but he asks: “What about the Irish? Here is 
one of the poorest nations and yet Communism is 
practically unknown to them. If economic status is 
a determining factor, why aren’t the 
lrish Communists more powerful, and 
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And where do most of the leaders of these fronts 
come from? If the urge is economic, one would exmct 
them to be drawn from the ranks of the “ill-fed, is1- 
housed and ill-clad.” The record, however, completely 
disproves this convenient assumption, for examination 
of their sponsorship immediately reveals that Commu- 
nist fronts in the United States are led and completely 
dominated by the well-educated but fuzzy-minded 
“liberals” for whom the idealistic claims of the front 
seem to offer an irresistible appeal. In testimony 
before the House Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties (March 26, 1947), J. Edgar Hoover said: 


“The first requisite for front organizations is an 
idealistic sounding name. Hundreds of such or- 


ganizations have come into being and gone out of 
existence when their true purposes have become 
known or exposed, while others with high sound- 
ing names are constantly springing up.” 


Except for the relatively few in the trade union 
field, the leaders of Commie fronts have not come from 
labor or the lower income brackets, but from so-called 
intellectuals of high professional attainments receiving 
large salaries in arts, sciences and professions. 

In Hollywood, California, the Communists syphoned 
off huge sums of money through their front activities. 
Next to New York the motion picture colony was con- 
sidered the best source of funds in the country. After 
years of bitter opposition, Congressional and State 
investigating committees finally uncovered the sordid 
story of the pro-Communists in Hollywood, some 250 
being named in sworn testimony. And who were these 
friends of the enemy waging war on us at home and 
abroad? Were they poor or under-privileged? The 
answer is striking when one looks at the economic 
background of a single group of ten whose average 
individual annual income was estimated to be about 
$20,000.

why didn’t that show up in their last 
election?” Austria has been stripped 
of everything except a little food and 
clothing, yet in the 1953 elections the 
Austrians gave the Reds less than five 
per cent of the total vote and only four 
seats in the lower house of Parliament, 
The Turkish people have even less 
wealth than the Irish, yet there is 
practically no Communism in Turkey. 
And even starving Poland gave the 
Reds less than 15 per cent of the vote 
in the last free election. 

But we need not follow the flight of 
American dollars to foreign shores to 


test the validity of the theory of 
“Stomach Communism” for the most 
illuminating example will be found 
right here at home. During the depres- 
sion years, with millions of unemployed 
in deep distress and a national income 
of 837.8 billions (1933), there were 
rery few Communists in this country, 
and their sympathizers fellow- 
travelers were unimportant. Today, 
at the crest of a defense-spending boom 
generating an all-time peak national 
income of $280 billions, and with no 
serious unemployment problems, we 
have many more Communists, and the 
activities of their “fronts” are a seri- 
ous menace to our institutions.

lators, the monarch in his life and decisions is of 
necessity far removed and alone. For one so far 
elevated above the maddening crowd, the art of 
dissimulation, as Louis XIV boasted, is the only 
Latin the King needs to learn. And monastery 
too comes from that deep and ancient Greek well, 
to be alone. Some radical displacement must 
have occurred far, far down toward the center of 
the soul to impel proud Emperor Charles to ex- 
change the “alone” of the adulating world for the 
“alone” of the monastery. 

You can find no historic ground for the idea 
that Charles entered the Juste Monastery out of 
fear for the safety of his royal person, or the 
stability of his throne. It is true he had shame- 
lessly squandered his nation to poverty and 
broken the people’s backs with taxes, after the 


fashion of our present-day monarchs of the 


N THE uneasy, fretful year 1555, town criers in the 
| cities of Europe shouted in the market-places that 

Charles V, Holy Roman Emperor and monarch of 
most of Christendom in Europe and the Americas, had 
abdicated the imperial throne to enter a monastery in 
Estremadura. Anxious burghers arose at midnight to 
meditate and whisper. Nothing like it had been heard 
since the abdication of Diocletian, emperor of vast 
Rome in the third century. 

Does your mind leap from this strange event of four 
centuries ago to the fond hope that some of our own 
bungling rulers, architects of disaster in Asia and 
Europe, with a few past secretaries of state, might have 
the grace of God to retire to monasteries to make 
atonement for their follies and evils? Are you think- 
ing of the benefits that might have descended on our 
confused and misled generation if the mighty ones 
that engineered Yalta, Potsdam and San Francisco 
had, ten years ago, followed the example of Charles V? 
If you entertain any hope for another such benign 
event, let your hope be realistic and well-grounded. 
Do not entertain any will-o’-the-wisp hopes such as 
have betrayed us all too often. Study the case of 
Charles V, and then entertain fond hope only if you 
find in some modern monarch a precise duplication of 
what took place in the Spaniard’s soul when he ex- 
changed the throne for a monk’s bench at Estremadura. 

The hidden motive that impelled Emperor Charles 
to leave the pride, the pomp, the dominion, to live his 
last years in lowly obscurity, we can gather only by 
inference. Alas, as Gibbon lamented, history is too 
often little more than the record of outward events. 
In the case of Diocletian, remember it was during his 
reign occurred the senseless persecutions of the Chris- 
tians. Possibly in his declining years in that obscure 
village in Thrace, the weary old emperor 
bethought himself about the Divine jus- 
tice and reached a hand toward heaven 
for something earth could not give. As 
regards the abdication of Edward VIII, 
what was in the monarch’s mind is still 
in debate. But as touching the Emperor 
Charles V, abundant signs from different 
quarters point to one sure conclusion. 

All evidences indicate a_ spiritual 
breakage, a fracture in the soul of 
Charles that all the King’s horses and 
all the King’s men conld not put to- 
gether again. These two words, mon- 
arch and monastery, are only an inch 
apart in the lexicon. Both derive from 
the Greek root meaning alone. Despite 


a thousand fawning courtiers and adu- 
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Welfare State. But he had not lost their respect, 
; nor incurred their hate by giving deceptive prom- 
ises to balance the budget. True, a million Spanish 
homes wept and sorrowed for a million lost sons be- 
‘ause of his wars from Vienna to Lisbon. But he had 
never brazenly vowed campaign promises to the moth- 
ers that their sons would not die in foreign wars. 
Squanderer and warmonger that he was, he could 
conscientiously look his people in the eye as one who 
had not deceived. Being the man of truth that he 
really was, he had no fear of vengeance or revolution. 
Blackstone’s statement that “the foundation of all 
English law is that the King can do no wrong,” was 
true for Spain. Charles knew this. He had wrecked 
the finances of his nation and draped in black a mil- 
lion empty chairs at a million Spanish firesides, but 
he was too honorable a man to perfume these deeds 
with deceptive promises of the abundant life and 
peace. As a consequence, on the human level Em- 
peror Charles was honored and respected, hated and 
feared, and secure. It was not fear on the human 
level that sent this most powerful man on earth to 
meditate and pray away his last years behind clois- 
tered walls, 

Moreover, it was not contrition for a dissolute or 
evil life that led to the radical step. If it were true 
that he had spent a wild youth, that ceased abruptly 
when he was crowned at the age of 20 at Aix. During 
the 35 years of reign, Charles displayed higher than 
average ethical character and conduct. He was not a 
“King of shreds and patches” as Hamlet lamented of 
his unele. Even hostile chroniclers, Sandoval and 
Signuenza, praise his family devotion, his stern sense 
of duty in public affairs, his excellence as general, 
ruler and man. Some of the best historians of the 
Spanish monarch, van den Brink, Mignet, Gachard, 
and Hume, protest the idea that he dragged a wreck 

into the monastery, there to atone for a 
- personally bad life. In truth to history 
Charles, despite the wreckage he caused 
on a wide scale, possessed in his person 
those “king-becoming graces” so desired 
hy Macbeth. Compared with the dicta- 
tors and general run of rulers of the 
past generation, Emperor Charles was 
far and away above their average. 

What reasonable explanation offers 
then for this monarch of all the world 
seeking out a monastery at the age of 
55? Assuredly there must have been 
some hidden pain troubling him in the 
vertical, as relates to God. Was he 
worried by the remark of Pope Clement 
VII, whom he had ruthlessly impris- 
oned for six months, about a “White 


ap 


Throne in the Beyond” where kings and emperors 
would be judged like beggars? And, yes, the Cardinal 
had recently read in the Cathedral about the Judg- 
ment where workers of iniquity would be sent into 
everlasting hell-fire prepared for the devil and his 
angels. He had had his chaplain look that one up, 
and the priest reported that the Lord had really 
said it. Something more soul-shaking agitated Charles 
than the wretched whining of Richard II that he 
“might melt like a mockery king of snow.” Something 
hurt and troubled so deep that it called for a medicine 
that could best be found behind monastic walls. 


*T’HE solution of the mystery of Emperor Charles V 
and the key to his enigmatical retreat from a pa!- 
ace throne to a monastery cell will be found in the 
simple fact that the man was intensely religious. He 
was religious, incontestably religious, profoundly re- 
ligious. That such a state of mind could actually and 
genuinely have existed in a world ruler will seem 
incredible to a generation 
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brought himself to trial before the judgment bar of 
God. Yes, even a King will awaken at night from 
a horrow chamber of dreams and battle himself in a 
horror chamber of memories. He cannot laugh it off 
and fall asleep, not if he has religion. What were the 
reflections of Charles in those dark hours before dawn 
must be a matter of speculation. A few solemn guesses, 
however, are in order. 

Could he hear the cries of desolate women and hun- 
gry children in the wasted cities of Flanders and 
Lombardy? Did he tremble at the judgment of hu- 
manity on the ruined civilizations of Peru and Mexico, 
the looted plunder, the atrocities of Pizzaro and Cor- 
tez, which after all he could have stopped? Was he 
frightened at his own ruthless and cruel demands for 
unconditional surrender when he knew in his soul he 
could have gotten honorable peace for God’s suffering 
people? Was he agitated at his own power-politics, 
and the frightful results that might come to his nation 
by his shameless selling of country after country down 

the river? Was he worried

ENATOR McCARTHY’S investigation of Commu- 
S nist influences in the armed forces has resulted 

in several startling exposures. One woman civil- 
ian employee of the Army, whose name is yet not 
revealed, admitted carrying a Communist Party mem- 
bership card—but thought it was only a “lecture ad- 
mission ticket”! The Senator said the woman had 
access to information regarding troop movements in 
Korea and Alaska. 

Another former woman Army employee was said to 
be high enough in the Communist Party to have earned 
the title of “Mrs. Commissar,’ according to the testi- 
mony of a witness. 

The Army has suspended without pay a Signal Corps 
civilian guard whose job was to protect highly secret 
Army films. The action was taken after Senator Mc- 
Carthy said that the man had been “rabidly in favor 
of Stalin and looked forward to the day when the 
Communists would take over the country.” Still 
another security guard admitted that he had not yet 
made up his mind whether Communism is good or bad, 

Despite these disclosures, Senator McCarthy has 
been unable to obtain from the Army the loyalty files 
which would reveal the names of those who cleared 
Red sympathizers. To date Army Secretary Robert T. 
Stevens has stalled, and one officer—Colonel Wendell 
G. Johnson, of the First Army Intelligence staff—has 
refused the data, basing his decision on a directive 
issued by former President Truman in 1948. The 
Senator threatens to take the matter to higher 
authority. 

“I do not believe,” he said, “that Secretary of De- 
fense Charles Wilson or the President will stand for 
it and we are going to do everything we can to get 
those names.” 


McCarthy Uncovers Army Document 


“The best Communist propaganda I’ve seen in a 
long time.” That’s the way Senator Joseph R, Mc- 
Carthy (R), Wisconsin, describes a “restricted” Army 
indoctrination document, which was distributed in 
January, 1952, and which quotes frequently from the 
writings of Corliss Lamont, wealthy New Yorker who 
is widely regarded as an “angel” of many Communist 
fronts and pro-Soviet propaganda activities.

John Lautner, chief of security for the American 
Communist Party until January, 1950, when he was 
expelled as an “enemy agent,’ has told the Senate 
Permanent Investigations subcommittee that the 
United Nations headquarters in New York is a “ren- 
dezvous” for Red agents from all parts of the world. 
This testimony serves to support the charges against 
the U.N. which have frequently been made by the 
NATIONAL Rerus.ic. 

Lautner named Joel Remes, an American attached 
to the Polish delegation at the U.N., as the liaison 
agent between the American Communist Party and 
Iron Curtain delegates. Remes, described as “one of 
the highest Red officials in the United States,” replaced 
Joseph Starobin, former foreign editor of the Daily 
Worker (Communist organ). 

Steve Nelson, Communist leader recently convicted 
of sedition in Pennsylvania, was in constant contact 
with U.N. oflicials, according to Lautner’s testimony. 
Speaking of the U.N., he added: 

“It was a nice, amicable meeting place where Com- 
munists could meet and make their global plans. The 
U.N. was perfect for it.” 

Lautner also testified that U.N. officials from the 
Indian and French delegations lectured on Communist 
problems at the American Communist Party head- 
quarters at 35 East 12th Street, New York. 

Senator McCarthy has launched a full-scale probe 
into subversive influences at the U.N. 


Ben Gold Indicted for Perjury 


Ben Gold, Russian-born president of the Interna- 
tional Fur and Leather Workers Union, has been in- 
dicted on charges that he lied when he swore he was 
not a Communist in an affidavit filed with the National 
Labor Relations Board. The case is expected to test 
the non-Communist oath provision of the Taft-Hartley 
Act and is important in the government’s effort to 
drive Red leaders out of unions, 

Gold, whose union was ousted from the CLO in 1949 
because of alleged Communist domination, has been 
identified as having been “officially and openly” a 
member of the Commumist Party until 1950 when he 
resigned in order to sign the non-Red affidavit. In a 
statement published in the Daily Worker (Communist 
organ), he explained that his resignation did not 
involve renunciation of his Communist principles. He 
has a long record of subversive activities in NATIONAL 
files.

Gold attempted to post $10,000 in bonds owned by 
his union as bail, but this was refused. <A_ profes- 
sional bondsman then bailed him out. If convicted on 
all three counts, Gold faces possible 15 years’ impris- 
onment and a $30,000 fine. 

In addition, a number of northwestern unionists 
have been indicted for perjury in signing the Taft- 
Hartley affidavits swearing they are not Communists. 


Charges New Deal-Leftists Run NLRB 


Senator J, Marshall Butler (R), Maryland, has 
charged that a “New Deal left-wing element” controls 
the National Labor Relations Board—hold-overs from 
the Truman Administration. Specifically he said that 
they placed “one of their own kind” in as security 
officer, have discriminated against veterans, and would 
have promoted 15 hearing examiners had not the Sen- 
ate Labor Committee intervened. 

Senator Butler, agreeing with Attorney General 
Herbert Brownell, Jr., that there may be more Reds 
in labor unions than in any other tield, announced

We AMERICANS are natu- 
rally jealous of our rights. 
These rights are many and all-embracing, and, indi- 
vidually and collectively, they are frequently the sub-

ject of editorialists and orators. But surprisingly 
little concern has been given up to this time to one 
of the most important of these rights—the right to 
work, And whether we are yet aware of it or not, this 
right is now being seriously infringed upon and, in 
some cases, curbed. 

When a political party wins an election, the losers 
do not have to join it—not yet, at least, in America. 
Nor does everybody in town have to join the same 
church—or the largest church—or any church, for that 
matter, Perhaps you belong to a civic group or a 
social club, and that’s fine. But you don’t have to be 
a member. In this free land of ours there should be 
no compelled allegiance to any organization, except 
to the government itself. The rights of minorities, 
of dissenters, of non-conformists and non-joiners must 
be respected, and their freedom of choice and decision 
must be maintained inviolate. 

But right now under our very noses this freedom of 
choice is being seriously curbed, and this fundamental 
right to work is being violated. For hundreds of thou- 
sands of people are being required to join labor unions 
and to pay dues to these unions—under penalty of 
being fired from their jobs if they fail to do so. Even 
as this is being written, the pressure is being brought 
to bear on nearly 200,000 railroad workers who for 
one reason or another have not seen fit to take out 
union membership. 

Let it be made unmistakably clear that we heartily 
approve of Organized Labor. Labor unions have ac- 
complished much good; they have improved working 
conditions for many people, and they have contributed 
to our higher standard of living. And the Nationa. 
Rerusiic will ever defend the right of a man to join 
a union. But the Nationa, Rerustic must always 
denounce and condemn those who would force anyone 
to join any organization against his will. There must 
be freedom to join and freedom not to join. Without 
this understanding, the word freedom itself becomes 
a mockery. If we surrender one right, we are liable 
to have all our rights suppressed. 

The Taft-Hartley Act permits union shops, but it 
opens the door for individual States to enact right-to- 
work laws of their own. To date, 14 States have taken 
advantage of this provision—Alabama, Arizona, Ar- 
kansas, Florida, Georgia, Iowa, Nebraska, Nevada, 
North Carolina, North Dakota, South Dakota, Tennes- 
see, Texas and Virginia. The Virginia law, which is 
similar to those enacted elsewhere and which is now 
being tested, states the case very clearly: 

“Any agreement or combination between any em- 
ployer and any labor union or labor organization 
whereby persons not members of such union or organi- 
zation shall be denied the right to work for the em- 
ployer, or whereby such membership is made a condi- 
tion of employment or continuation of employment by 
such employer, or whereby any such union or organiza- 
tion acquires an employment monopoly in any enter- 
prise, is hereby declared to be against public policy 
and an illegal combination or conspiracy.” 


When an industrial combine becomes too big for its 
breeches, it must be curbed in the interest of all the 
people, and we have enacted—with the full force of 
labor unions behind it—the Sherman Anti-Trust Act 
for that purpose. Is it not logical that a similar 
instrument be available regarding labor unions which 
become monopolistic? There is just as much danger 
to our liberties in an all-powerful labor union as there 
is in an all-powerful industrial enterprise—and it is 
ridiculous to restrain one and not the other from 
monopolistic practices. 

In Soviet Russia a man works at the job to which 
the state assigns him. He may not strike for higher 
wages or better working conditions. He must even 
submit to government-ordered speed-ups—with no 
increase in pay. He may not change jobs without 
government permission, and he may not move from 
one city to another without a pass. He is the slave 
of a master—a ruthless State. 

In America we do not approve of such restrictions. 
And yet the American working man in many instances 
is subject to similar curbs on his activities. He is a 
slave, not of the State in this case, but of the union 
bosses and their inner machine, living off the fat of 
the land on the dues collected from the union members, 
In some trades a man may not move from one job or 
community to another, and he may even be barred from 
union membership if his union bosses so decide. This 
is an effort to create an artificial labor shortage in a 
locality, thereby strengthening the collective bargain- 
ing position of the particular union. The union, which 
is allowed so to act, is no less a monopoly than is the 
company which controls the manufacture and distri- 
bution of a commodity. 

In certain unions, members are forbidden to work 
alongside a non-union worker—as if he were the car- 
rier of a plague. In these particular trades, the union 
has in most instances frozen out the non-unionist 80 
that he has been forced to adopt some other line of 
work, During strikes all members of a union are 
forced to go off the job, regardless of the individual's 
desire or economic condition. In such cases union 
bosses frequently close an entire industry, locking out 
non-striking departments by making it uncomfortable 
for workers to cross the picket-line, 

There have been frequent “jurisdictional” strikes, 
throwing innocent and needy men out of work for 
long periods. Such unwarranted work stoppages can 
result in a terrific set-back to the economy of the entire 
people, if not actually endangering the security of our 
country. France and Italy are present examples of 
labor union monopolies and the dangers therefrom. 
Remember that the all-powerful union is a ready-made 
instrument for the Communists, 

It was about 1936 when a group of about 15 New 
Dealers and left-wing unicnists gathered at a closed 
meeting to hatch a plot for a nation-wide strike six 
months hence. The object was to tie up the entire 
nation’s economy, force the President to take over 
every industry; by executive order, and thereby set up 
a socialist dictatorship overnight. The late President 


Roosevelt, with all his leftist ideologies, either was not 
ready for this eventuality or would not go along with 
the idea to this extreme extent. 


In any case, when 
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informed, he rushed emissaries out into the field to 
nip the plot in the bud. The leader of this conspiracy 
was at the time a high official in the Labor Depart- 
ment. The secret meeting was held at a respectable 
Virginia roadhouse. The informant was the editor of 
the NaTIONAL 

We repeat—and we emphasize—that we favor Or- 
ganized Labor. We approve of the right of men to 
demand higher wages and better working conditions, 
and to strike—if necessary—in order to gain those 
ends. We also agree that any man has the right to 
join a labor organization if he so chooses, and to par- 
ticipate in collective bargaining—and that he should 
not be discriminated against because of such actions. 
All that is part of the American Way and must be 
defended at all costs. 

But, to be consistent, we must also defend the right 
of a man not to join a labor union, and at the same 
time the right to a job in a profession of his own 
choosing. As long as such a man performs the duties 
of his employment competently, he is entitled to his 
job regardless of his union affiliations and notwith- 
standing the arbitrary dictates of a union boss, This 
is the right to work—and that is basic in the law of 
any free society. 

It is tragic when a man becomes the slave of an 
outside force, as has happened in the countries behind 
the Iron Curtain. It is no less tragie when a man 
becomes the slave of his own creation, as is happening 
in some labor ranks in America today. Remember 
that freedom is indivisible. We either have all our 
freedoms—or we are likely to end up by having none. 
When men lose the right to work—when and where 
they please—something very precious has gone out of 
American life. This statement should not be con- 
strued as representing an anti-union attitude. It 
merely involves something that is fundamental in this 
land of ours. Think it over.

Arthur J, Altmeyer, New Deal Social Security Ad- 
ministrator; Charles F, Brannan, New Deal Secretary 
of Agriculture; Oscar L. Chapman, New Deal Secre- 
tary of the Interior; Clark M. Clifford, New Deal 
presidential aide; Frank Graham, Senator from North 
Carolina during New Deal days; Leon H. Keyserling, 
former chairman of President Truman’s Council of 
Economic Advisers; James G. Patton, president of the 
Farmers Union; Murray Lincoln, president of the 
Cooperative League of America; Walter Reuther, pres- 
ident of the CIO, and Robert R. Nathan, a top econo- 
mist under the New Deal.

are going to look at both sides of important issues. 
She actually said that with a straight face, even 
though she must know that most of them are so far 
on the left that they wouldn’t recognize the center if 
they stumbled over it. And even though this com- 
mittee represents a sort of Who’s Who of the New 
Deal, even though all of them were her late husband’s 
cronies, Eleanor, when questioned, had the audacity 
to reply that “I really don’t know the political affilia- 
tion of any of these people!” The exclamation point 
is ours. 

When someone else asked if the “National Issues 
Committee” wasn’t an attempt to set up another 
Americans for Democratic Action, Mrs. Roosevelt 
denied it—although she admitted that the ADA might 
help to “disseminate” the material. And maybe she 
was right on that one. In our opinion this isn’t just 
a substitute for the ADA; so far as we can discern it 
is the ADA! Nearly everyone connected with the 
group is directly or indirectly an ADAer. Not only 
that, most of them, if not all of them, are One World- 
ers; the United World Federalists are well represented. 
And we might add that there’s a fair sprinkling of 
Communist front affiliations scattered among these 
all-seeing, all-knowing “experts” who claim to be 
qualified to look at both sides of every national issue. 

But before we all go fishing and turn over the helm 
of the ship of state to Eleanor, there is one other 
matter that bothers us just a little. Sometime ago 
the national committee of the American Communist 
Party sponsored a publication called “National Issues.” 
Maybe that’s just a coincidence. Maybe we shouldn’t 
even have mentioned it. But you must admit that the 
names and avowed purposes of these two projects are 
alarmingly similar, and when it comes to the ability 
of the two groups to see both sides of a question— 
well, frankly, it’s a toss-up.

THE TRAGEDY OF NEHRU 


The teeming millions of this backward continent are 
determined at long last to make a break with their 
past. In India alone 300 million out of a total popula- 
tion of 360 million are illiterate. Most of these people 
are still enmeshed in an outmoded caste system, in 
which fatalism and superstition are deep rooted. Dis- 
ease and famine are annual plagues, each taking its 
awful toll. It was inevitable that sooner or later 
these masses would awake to the realization that life 
owed them more than poverty and starvation. 

Of course, it is cause for rejoicing that that day has 
now come. But it is tragic that the dawn should have 
arrived without bringing with it a great leader able 
to guide the people through their period of transition. 
Nehru might have been that man, and probably there 
are some who still entertain hopes that he will be. 
But time has already proved that Nehru is unworthy 
of the great toga of leadership. He is a weak, vacillat- 
ing man, too confused, too uncertain, too unrealistic 
to pilot these struggling millions through the treach- 
erous currents of this critical period. 

The people of Asia are likely to be rescued from 
their own Dark Age only to be engulfed in the cess- 
pool of Communism. The failure of Nehru to live up 
to his promise at this crucial moment in history is one 
of the great tragedies of our time.

teaching of the collectivist ideology in our colleges 

and schools has already resulted in the with- 
drawal or revision of some of the reddest school texts 
in our land. In consequence, it was to be expected 
that teachers of the leftist persuasion would find new 
and more innocuous-looking ways to open avenues 
toward the socialistic state. One of these apparently 
harmless and “objective” guides is the Syllabus on 
American Government, which four teachers of the 
University of Houston, Texas, prepared for publica- 
tion, and which appeared in 1952. 

Let us state at the outset that this is not a Commu- 
nist text. This reviewer has no record of Pauline 
Yelderman, E. K. T. Chen, T. C. Sinclair and June 
Hyer, the four faculty members who are responsible 
“for the writing of these units and the construction 
of the problems.” He happens to know that Dr. Hyer, 
who served as chairman of the committee, had previ- 
ously been affiliated with UNESCO in Europe. Inas- 
much as participation in UNESCO work usually re- 
quires cooperation with the Soviet satellites, who 
naturally use the UN as a weapon of the Communist 
conspiracy, any sustained American enthusiasm for 
this outfit at best indicates lack of political realism. 

Whether all four of these teachers have in their 
hearts approved of the final wording or whether 
UNESCO fan Hyer has given the Syllabus its ultimate 
polish, is of course unknown to this writer. There is 
no doubt that the Syllabus, as it stands, favors the 
paternalistic welfare state and socialistic interna- 
tionalism, which are of course nowadays generally 
accepted in educational circles. The powerful National 
Education Association and its numerous affiliates, our 
educational magazines and the tens of thousands of 
“progressive” educators who have followed the lead of 
the influential Columbia Teachers socialists, have for 
years propagated the same ideas. 

It would be absurd to contend that tens of thou- 
sands of American teachers are consciously subversive. 
They teach what they have learned at Columbia Teach- 
ers College or NYU’s School of Education or at the 
University of Chicago. They merely follow the trend. 
Yet misguided intellectuals, who may not have any 
intention of disloyalty, may nevertheless lead us down 
the road to serfdom. 

Inasmuch as the Communists have always recruited 
their adherents from the camp of the socialists and 
their assorted associates, it is the collectivists in gen- 
eral on whom we ought to turn the spotlight. Inas- 
much as socialism destroys individual enterprise, 
which is the backbone of our liberties, and leads to

poverty, flabbiness and resignation, we have no right 
to welcome the socialists as our allies in the fight 
against Communism. Socialism, because it is slow 
poison, may well be the greater of the twin evils of 
collectivism. 

The methods by which the authors of the Houston 
Syllabus, under the leadership of UNESCO's Dr. Hyer, 
make the acceptance of the collectivist panacea palat- 
able, are so devious that the casual reader remains 
unaware of their existence. But it is evident to any 
reader of Unit V that the authors do not register any 
objection to the concept of a paternalistic and cen- 


tralized government which “must legislate ... for 
prosperity” and grant “governmental protection” 
(p. 43). 


Less evident, because of the authors’ clever tactics, 
is the fact that because of the way the text is phrased 
and because of the emphasis which is placed on certain 
words, the students are led away from individual enter- 
prise toward the authoritarian, egalitarian welfare 
state. “Our constitutions,” this text reads, “stress 
rights in property along with the rights to life and 
liberty because the framers of these constitutions 
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A Teacher We Can Do Without 
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deemed property rights to be essential to a society of 
free men” (p. 23). The authors fail to reveal if they 
agree or disagree with the framers of these constitu- 
tions. They do not seem to be personally affected. 
These constitutions might as well be minerals or trigo- 
nometric problems. Thus the student may wonder if 
perhaps we might have liberty without any rights to 
property. 

If these authors believe that our right to property is 
our fundamental and inalienable right, they ought to 
make this clear; they ought to impress the students 
with the greatness of the Constitution, They ought to 
show that freedom and right to property are indivis- 
ible. They might even use a sentence to quote Lincoln 
who unmistakably stood by private property. 

“All of our rights,” the Houston professors state, 
“are adjusted to the welfare and security of society as 
a whole and must always be balanced with authority” 
(p. 21). That sounds fair enough. Yet it is that little 
shift in emphasis which gives the authors away; for 
it is not our rights which must be balanced with 
authority, it is authority which must be balanced with 
our rights. Our rights are God-given, not state-given ; 
they are inalienable and unchangeable. But there are 
all sorts of “authority,” and some of them are incom- 
patible with our Constitution, and therefore un-Ameri- 
can. No welfare state authority, if we stand by our 
principles, can deprive us of our rights, and no au- 
thority which would, can be acceptable to Americans, 


A NOTHER device of the authors of this Syllabus is to 

suggest for class debate certain fundamental mat- 
ters which require no debating at all. That, under the 
cloak of academic freedom, means to cast doubt on the 
foundations on which we build. It is slyly revolu- 
tionary. Of course, this is a free country, and every 
one is entitled to his opinion. There is much to be 
said for showing both or many aspects of a question. 
If such procedure is handled skilfully, as is the case 
with the Facts Forum in Dallas, Texas, it is all for 
the good. But must all tepics be discussed? Would 
these educators debate our right to adultery, theft, or 
smoking reefers? 

After categorically stating, “you are primarily a 
‘social’ being who is functioning within a ‘social’ 
structure” (p, 2), the authors suggest that the stu- 
dents “defend or refute” this concept (p. 6). The 
fundamental fact, however, is that the Lord has en- 
dowed each of us with an individual soul, and that 
therefore we are primarily individuals and not social 
beings. We live in a society and naturally adjust our- 
selves to it; that does not make us primarily social 
beings. We may for instance spend one year in the 
Colorado mountains and the following in the Texas 
plains. That does not make us primarily mountain 
beings in one year and primarily creatures of the 
Texas plains in the next. We adjust ourselves, but 
we are primarily individuals, with individual souls. 
(The word soul does not occur in the Houston Sylla- 
bus, probably because it cannot be measured in ma- 
terial terms.) Whoever claims that we are “primarily” 
social and not individual beings, denies our individual 
soul and therefore attacks our fundamental religious 
concept, which is a basis of our American way, 

The authors also suggest that the students debate if 
“most of your political and social ideas are the pro- 
ducts of your generation” (p. 6). That is the sort of 
diluted positivism which detracts from our basic moral 
principles, which substitutes relativity and change for 
the basic, and which has become so common in educa- 
tional circles, ever since John Dewey, the pragmatist 
“integrationist,” sold us socialism in the form of “pro- 
gressive” education, It is high time for us to remem-

ber that our political and social ideas, if they are any 
good, are those of our fathers and forefathers. New 
problems come up, year after year, but we solve them 
in the spirit of the ideas which are embedded in the 
Constitution, and which do not change from generation 
to generation. 

The authors suggest that the students debate 
whether or not “the United States ratify the Universal 
Covenant of Human Rights” (p. 26). Now you need 
not be a professor to know that Articles XXII through 
XXV of this Covenant are undiluted socialism, and 
that the United States proposal to include the right to 
own property was turned down by the Commission 
(U. S. Department of State Bulletin, June 25, 1951). 
By ratifying the Covenant we would introduce legisla- 
tion by treaty-making and therefore outlaw our law— 
the law of our Constitution. Certainly professors 
ought to know that. If they believe in our Constitu- 
tion, they will not suggest this topic for debate, but 
warn our students against this Covenant of Human 
Rights. 

Fact is that these Houston teachers hardly ever miss 
an opportunity to open the gates to the flood of social- 
istic ideology which has so often been labeled as “direct 
demecracy” (meaning ditching the checks and _ bal- 
ances) and the advocacy of federal control (meaning 
the systematic strangling of our inalienable individual 
rights). They want the Houston sophomores to debate 
if “the United States Constitution should be amend- 
able by popular referendum” (p. 17). They thus lead 
them on to thoughts whose danger it would be their 
obligation to point out. 

The authors suggest that the students debate if “all 
judges should be elected” (p. 18). If this ever hap- 
pened, our law would become the tool of politicians 
who might misuse it to cater to the emotions of the 
voters, Suppose a Communist youth organization 
orders two of its members who attend the Houston 
sophomore class to debate against our tradition of 
checks and balances, and one of the teachers who 
might nurture sympathies for Communism lets them 
perform their anties for the sake of academic freedom. 
Is there a more perfect way to use the classroom for 
Communist propaganda? These debate suggestions 
certainly don’t put anyone on guard, 

The students are to debate if “the Federal govern- 
ment should enact a Federal Fair Employment Prac- 
tices Act” (p. 27); if “we should adopt a direct

The modeling of the Key monument 
played an interesting and romantic part 
in the life of the sculptor. The center 
igure, Miss Columbia, which adorns the 
front of the marble base, became in 1898, 
Mrs. Pompeo Coppini. .. . 

It was during that period that the 
sculptor’s career nearly came to an end. 
Nature endowed young Coppini, in addi- 
tion to his talent as sculptor, with a fine 
voice. The voice accidentally had reached 
the sensitive ear of the then famous Met- 


DOUBT whether Professor Pompeo Coppini would 
| indorse the “Exterior Decorator” appellation, His 

own well-earned title D.F.A. (Doctor of Fine Arts) 
may suit him better, as he does not consider mere 
Commercial Decoration of Public Places a fine art. 
His Art Credo is based on higher aspirations. Quoting 
his own words: “Art without an uplifting mission is 
not a fine art—merely a type of shallow ornamenta- 
tions, which defeats its own moral and philosophic 
purpose. Art, to Dr. Coppini, is something to 
inspire the soul, and to build better character. This 
ideal dwells in most of his creations—from the inspired 
face of Jefferson Davis to the unique Coppini Memorial. 

Unlike interior decorators, who depend on the skill 
of others, the Exterior Decorator is the master of his 
own genius. It is the embodiment of his own talent 
and imagination that he places before the public eye 
for judgment and criticism. Whether a painted mural 
or a sculptured civie representation, it must agree 
with the esthetic and moral views of the public-at- 
large to earn its upkeep... . 

An Italian emigrant of the mid-nineties, Dr. Cop- 
pini fashioned perhaps more American monuments 
than any other sculptor of his time. The South, in 
particular, is generously enriched with his excellent 
works. This is why they call him “Sculptor of the 
Southern Cause.” But this designation lacks in accu- 
racy; his works in bronze and marble are scattered 
throughout the length and breadth of the United 
States and Mexico. As a resident sculptor of San 
Antonio, Texas, for over half a century, he naturally 
contributed a vast portion of his genius to that State. 
The scale of Coppini sculptures ranges from a Texas 
Memorial Half-Dollar to gigantic fountains and other 
monumental works. But whether a minute bas-relief 
or a grandiose multi-sided project, the true artist’s 
hand is always in sight. Form, most essential trait in 
any art, is Coppini’s forte. His anatomic virtuosity 
descends from the masters of the Italian Renaissance. 
Though often daring, his creative beings are imbued 
with such motion and emotion that they challenge 
Life itself. Such true-to-life qualities invest his 
works with many humanizing attributes, bringing 
them close to our senses, The Francis Scott Key 
Monument, at Frederick, Maryland, which Coppini 
modeled while employed by Alexander Doyle, is shown 
with such vividness that it makes one feel the very 
“Dawn's early light.” Dr. Coppini, with his innate 
honesty, refuses to accept the full credit for that work. 
He believes that because Mr. Doyle had befriended 
him, a newcomer to this land, the credit should go to 
the employer. ... This despite the fact that Mr. Doyle 


had spent that summer at Squirrel Island, Maine. . . . 
The same attitude is assumed by Dr. Coppini in con- 
nection with the Neptune Fountain, at the Library of 
Congress, Washington, D.C. As Roland Hinton Perry 
happened to be then Dr, Coppini’s employer, the most 
the sculptor claims for himself is being “an associate 
artist” of the Fountain. 


ropolitan Opera diva, Madame Luisa Cap- 

priani, who asked him to sing under her 
personal accompaniment some Italian melodies. It 
must have been good, for she offered to promote his 
musical studies, as well as to secure his maintenance 
for several years. She felt certain that within three 
years he would be ready for the Met. This, in the 
days of Jean De Rezske and Caruso! ! ! But it was 
not in Coppini’s nature to become anybody’s ward. He 
preferred the life of a struggling sculptor to that of 
an opera singer, 

To some critics, Dr. Coppini’s “psychological por- 
traits” may seem over-humanized, or photographie. 
Such an opinion, however, would be erroneous. Ex- 
actitude should never be mistaken for weakness. It 
is the artist’s prerogative to deal in realism rather 
than involved unnaturalism. And a man of the Cop- 
pini principles might prefer oblivion to unartistic 
tendencies. However, oblivion was never meant for an 
artist of his calibre. In his autobiography, “From 
Dawn To Sunset,” Dr. Coppini summarizes his artistic 
philosophy in the following dictum: The substance of 
Art is Life, and the meaning of Life can only be fully 
realized in the limitless system of Art, which occasion- 
ally transcends Life itself. Digressions from these 
principles are few. Not merely the philosophy, but 
Coppini, man and artist, stride through the 400 pages 
of the book—from early childhood to deep ‘maturity. 
The book is like his art—all human. 

One may not agree with the artist’s ideas, but there’s 
no denying that his art seldom offends civie or moral 
tastes. This, despite its Romanesque individuality. 
Even artistically, Coppini’s works merited secant 
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criticism. That is saying much for art of exterior 
decoration. For—in the open—Public Opinion is 
omnipresent. For instance, when the Diego Rivera 
mural of the Rockefeller Center clashed with Public 
Opinion, the famous art piece was summarily removed. 
To the best of this writer’s knowledge, no Coppini 
work has ever fallen under a P. O. ban. A very high 
tribute indeed to an Outdoor Artist! One must, how- 
ever, admit that Public Opinion of yesteryear, forceful 
though it was, differed from the opinions of today. 
Sculptoral art had been judged according to Verroc- 
chio, Donatello, Gian Bologna, Houdon and other 
greats, and Pompeo Coppini was considered as one of 
their descendants. But the New Opinions, nurtured 
on the recent tendencies of deformity and distortion, 
had to clash with the Coppini principles... . 

By their proportions and wealth of imagination, the 
endurance of Coppini works may be assured. He com- 
bines the practices of Canova with those of Rodin and 
Lambeau. This stream of worthy traditions is being 
vividly demonstrated in the “Coppini Memorial’—a 
haut-relief, recently completed. Its emotional appeal 
has a vigor that could never be attributed to an octo- 
genarian, There is such an articulate flow of imagina- 
tion that it lends itself to an accurate verbal descrip- 
tion: 

From a tripodal lamp, a flaming cloud of smoke 
ascends heavenward, forming a fantastic background 
for three human apparitions. We see Father Time 
attempting to place his right hand over the sculptor’s 
wrist, in an effort to arrest his life-career. The artist’s 
gaze is fixed at Minerva and Gloria—up above in the 
clouds, . . . His wife, back of him, is also pointing to 
the two divinities. With a typical woman’s impa- 
tience, she urges her husband to move on, as there is 
still a time-balance due to him in the living world... . 
This seems to be confirmed by the encouraging Eternal 
Eye, looking down at them from High Above. But the 
final aim of this imaginative allegory is not given to 
the knowledge of mortals, . There is a certain 
serenity in this melancholic creation, which permeates 
one with a sense of hopeful assurance rather than with 
sadness or fear for the unknown future. 

Dr. Coppini’s documental statues are animated pages 
from American history. His soldiers are true soldiers, 
ready for any sacrifice to the honor of their country. 
General Robert E, Lee, of the Littlefield Memorial, at 
Austin, Texas, is a splendid example of a military 
patriot. Critics call the Lee statue “best ever made.” 
Incidentally, George W. Littlefield willed to Dr. Cop- 
pini $250,000 for the erection of the Memorial. 


HE Coppini women are as American in spirit as the 

Stars and Stripes. They have their strong passions, 
their foibles and their strange proclivities. A typical 
American woman appears in “The Victims Of The 
Galveston Flood.” When this nine-foot group was 
released for public viewing, some of those present, who 
had personally suffered from the catastrophic inun- 
dation, seemed to re-live the tragedy. In the emotional 
depths of the woman’s suffering face, one clearly sees 
the profound pity for the unseeing victim, whose arm 
emerges from the stormy waters, while her own cling- 
ing little girl must be saved from drowning. 

Coppini’s allegorical works are never separated 
from the truth. This seems to be the secret of their 
humanization, These traits are manifested in the 
Alamo Cenotaph, “The Spirit Of Sacrifice,” and to an 
equal extent in the magnificent bronze doors of the 
Scottish Rite Cathedral, in San Antonio, which Cop- 
pini modeled in 1926. But his best example of alle- 
gorical truth is the Austin Confederate Monument. 

The group is composed of five heroic figures: In- 
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fantry, Cavalry, Artillery, and a Sailor, headed by the 
Jonfederate President, Jefferson Davis. Though nine 
feet tall, the Davis statue is so true to life that when 
General Frank R. Lubbock, an intimate friend of 
President Davis, first looked at it, he remained stand- 
ing at attention, tears streaming from his eyes. ... He 
then mounted the scaffold, exclaiming: “The Presi- 
dent looks as though he could speak to me.” Another 
episode, related to this monument, may not lack in 
interest. 

The contract for erection of the Confederate Monu- 
ment had been awarded to an Austin stonecutter named 
Frank Teich. The four military statues were practi- 
cally done, when Coppini had been called to model the 
Jefferson Davis statue. To fashion the image of the 
President’s figure must have been beyond the ken of 
the stonecutters. Frank Teich, not being a too-gen- 
erous employer, tried to drive the shrewdest possible 
bargain with the young foreigner. He wholly relied 
on his scant “artistic” experience, when he figured

that it must take at least 1,000 hours to do the work, 
and 75 cents an hour was all he intended to pay. On 


this basis a flat rate contract was signed. Great, 
however, was his surprise, when only nine days later 
(78 hours), young Coppini announced (it was at the 
turn of the century) that the statue was ready for 
casting! Although Teich considered himself “robbed,” 
he had to live up to the contract which was based on 
satisfaction with the job, not on its duration. 

But an even more drastic surprise awaited him. 
When the Committee saw the fine work of the Davis 
statue, they immediately rejected the four other figures, 
executed in the stonecutter’s shop... . 

As one of America’s foremost sculptors, Dr. Coppini 
need not worry about ever falling into oblivion. Noth- 
ing authentically great ever escapes the human mem- 
ory. As soon as the fad for distortion will take its 
final bow—and there are signs that it soon will—the 
Coppinis, Manships and Borglums will again take 
their rightful place in the annals of great American 
Art. 
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ND THE NIGHT shall be filled with cat-calls, 
A and chalk, and soap spread over windshields and 

store windows, with a plethora of missing gates, 
old witches and phantasmagoria. 

All this shall be called Hallowe’en, abbreviation of 
All Hallow’s, Hallowed or Holy Eve, the vigil or watch 
before All Saints’ Day. It is observed as a festival by 
the young people in many countries but redone to 
their own liking by the youth of America. Hallowe’en, 
American style, is out of this world. 

In the Old Celtic calendar Hallowe’en was known 
as Witches’ Night. Superstitious folk still believe that 
spirits haunt the countryside on this one evening. 
Here in America the boys and girls make believe that 
spooks infest every city, village and hamlet in the land. 
And if you don’t believe that, just wait for the evening 
of October 31, the time of all times when certain 
influences prevail, either natural or supernatural. 

Boys and girls, tikes, in outlandish, clownish cos- 
tumes, come begging at the front door, demanding: 
“Trick or Treat!” 

Wise men and women of the neighborhood greet 
the little visitors cordially. They are given bags and 
boxes of candy, cookies and 
cakes. So the procession 


Christian celebrations across the ocean, got over here 
before the white man’s arrival is still a mystery. 

Hallowe’en is the season of the ingathering of the 
harvest. The American Indian turned to his gods at 
this time of year to give thanks for the bountiful fields. 
And that, in a way, was the forerunner of our Thanks- 
giving, celebrated at the end of harvest time. 

After the solemnity of their Hallowe’en, the early 
Indians, just as our boys and girls do now, combined 
games of all sorts with entertainment and amusement, 
minus “Tricks and Treats.” 

There was also great feasting, especially among the 
tribes of the Southwest. These were a very ceremo- 
nial people. They were far advanced in civilization, 
Their harvest festivals attained large proportions, 
beginning with rites and prayers and ending with 
athletic events. They had specific dances and rituals. 
Ornately beautiful costumes were worn. Everyone 
took part. 

Even now, in the Southwest part of our Nation, 
some of the old Indian dances can be seen. The bas- 
ket dance of the Hopi Indians is still in vogue. It has 
always been an impressive part of the Hallowe’en 
celebration, according to 
authorities at the Library

of Congress. In the basket 
dance, the gay colorings of 
the baskets, making a shield 
for the women of the tribe, 
added to the picturesque 
qualities of the aboriginal 
harvest rites. 

Aside from the dances, 


the pumpkin played a big 


unfortunate. An occasion 
for innocent fun gives no 
one the license to wreck property, damage or inflict 
bodily injury, and it is hoped that the exuberance of 
these youngsters will be curbed this year. 

This sort of festival has been going on for a long, 
long time. Still, it was not like this in the olden days, 
in the time preceding the arrival of the white man on 
American shores. Then the Indians conducted their 
Hallowe’en ceremonies with true grace and devotion. 

Essentially an agricultural affair, the feast of Hal- 
lowe’en goes back to the time of the Romans. The 
mythical goddess, Pomona, presided. She is repre- 
sented in art with fruits in her bosom and a pruning 
knife in her hand. 

In their way, the American Indians set a pattern 
of their own for Hallowe’en. They made of it strictly 
an American event, Indian fashion. Combined with 
what the early Indians did, our own boys and girls, 
especially the teen-agers, have added a sort of glamor 
to the event. 

Little Indian boys and girls did not duck for apples, 
did not dress in fantastic garb, their own being color- 
ful enough. This latter-day feature, the hobgoblin 
effect, is merely a modern version of the way American 
Indians celebrated the harvest time, with rich pag- 
eantry and impressive ceremony. 

Compared to the early rites, today’s antics are actu- 
ally burlesque. To the American Indian the harvest 
festival was an event of great solemnity. Much of 
that early significance has been lost, especially in the 
big cities. Hardly a hundred celebrants in any one 
town are familiar with the true nature of Hallowe'en. 
To most people it’s just a time for fun and antics. 

Naturally, the American Indian did not call this 
holiday Hallowe’en. Yet the rites they performed at 
the harvest season were the same in significance as 
those used by agricultural peoples everywhere in the 
world. How such performances, stemming from purely 


part in the Indian celebra- 
tions. So, too, today. The 
lighted pumpkin, eyes, nose and mouth dug out, is one 
of the features of the American home celebration of 
Hallowe'en. 

This is easy to trace. The pumpkin was a stable 
article of diet among the Indians. Definitely, it was 
their staff of life. 

One thought that hag not come along with the origi- 
nal Indian rites is this: our people sometimes forget 
the solemnity of the occasion. It is, after all, an act 
of thanks to the good God for all He has given, and in 
abundance to this Nation. The Indians had a feeling 
of genuine gratitude, even though their ceremonies 
were pagan. Everywhere among them the feasting and 
fun-making came only after high spiritual tribute had 
been paid, the sacred import of the day properly 
observed. 

While the American Indian contributed a part of 
his own harvest celebration to the Hallowe’en pranks 
of today’s America, some of the doings can be traced 
farther back than that. As a matter of fact, long 
before the time of written history, primitive man at 
the harvest season turned his bearded face toward the 
heavens and thanked his gods for the harvest of the 
fields, for the bounty of the forests and the streams. 
It was sort of instinctive. Somebody put those gifts 
there and it could not have been man. With this 
thought in mind, some of the old cave dwellers said a 
prayer or two of thanks and then set to feasting. 

While Roman writings are packed full of what went 
on during pagan harvest celebrations, the nearest 
approach to what the American Indians gave them- 
selves up to comes from the rites of the Druids of 
England, an order of priests or teachers in ancient 
Gaul. They practiced magic arts and conducted their 
ceremonies in oak groves. Virtually every important 
factor in the Druidie harvest festival has a counter- 
part in the ceremonies of certain American Indian 
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tribes. To learn of the former you go to Caesar’s 
(Commentaries. For the latter, the Library of Congress 
has the information, 

Here are a few comparisons: 

The Druids and the American Indians both built 
huge bonfires, to ward off evil spirits. The bonfire 
is still a part of our own Hallowe’en celebration, 

The Druids and the American Indians stamped out 
the old tires and lighted new ones to signify the 
changing of seasons, the end of summer, the beginning 
of fall. 

The Druids and the American Indians preceded the 
Hallowe'en festivities with a sort of clean-up, paint-up 
job, though the Indians had more and better paint 
than the Druids. The same thing happens in modern 
America, Summer rugs are taken up, fall rugs put 
down, the last of the housecleaning done before All 
Hallows. 

The Indians went that one better. All the villages 
were cleaned from one end to the other. 


SINCE most cultures prove that Hallowe’en is pri- 
marily an agricultural feast, staple products of the 
countries in which Hallowe’en is observed become the 
central pieces in the celebration. In America, nuts 
and fruits, corn and pumpkins are predominant. 

In Russia, Hallowe’en went the way of the world 
when Stalin took over. He could see no god but him- 
self, 

Part of the harvest fun in America is ducking for 
apples. Part of the vigil, too, is a feast. Therefrom 
comes the modern practice, “Trick or Treat.” The 
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kids don’t go for banquets but they do want bags full 
of goodies. 

In England, Hallowe’en is known as Nut Crack 
Night. Hardly any of its traditions have come to 
America, holding on to its Indian rites, 

To this day some of the ancient Druidic customs 
are featured in the English version of Hallowe’en. 
The nuts of the season are used in prophesying love 
affairs. Nut kernels, named for various persons, are 
placed in the fire. If the kernels jump from the fire 
all those lovers designated are considered unfaithful. 
If a kernel smoulders, the person named has only a 
sneaking regard for the one conducting the test. When 
a kernel blazes brightly, an all-consuming fire, this 
is supposed to be a symbol of true love. 

Customs such as these, coming out of the ages, give 
Hallowe’en the magic touch of antiquity. Yet for us, 
it is strictly American; a direct heritage from the 
Indians, 

In conformity with this, the night shall be filled 
with noises, the blowing of horns and the beating of 
tom-toms, a cat-call here and there, some chalk and 
soap spread over windshields and the windows of 
homes and shops. In some communities an attempt 
has been made to appeal to the artistic, with prizes 
awarded for the best decorated windows. 

That’s for the city. In the country there will be 
many missing gates, barn doors torn off their hinges, 
hound dogs let loose to bay at the moon, and white 
skirted witches riding across the fields on broom- 
sticks. 

Phantasmagoria is another name for Hallowe'en. 
Also “Trick or Treat!”

popular election system for the president and vice- 
president” (p. 42); if “all strikes should be settled by 
compulsory governmental mediation” (p. 54); if “the 
Federal government should adopt the ‘full parity 
formula’ as a permanent policy” (p. 55); if “the Bran- 
nan Plan should be adopted” (p. 55); if “the Federal 
government should develop our water power resources” 
(p. 55) and if “Federal old age and survivors insur- 
ance should be extended to all” (p. 56). Anything to 
remove the checks and balances and anything to 
tighten the grip of the Federal government on our 
freedoms and to turn free enterprise into a mere ghost 
is up for “debate.” 

Certainly discussion of these topics may enlighten 
the students. If wisely guided by a teacher who is 
mature enough to recognize the wisdom and superiority 
of our Constitution, even this text, with its evident 
socialistic bias, will do. If, however, the teacher wants 
to use the government course to subvert the students 
in order to turn them into proponents of the socialist 
mass state, this Houston Syllabus offers an ideal 
set-up, 

Why does this outline fail ever to warn against the 
perniciousness of socialistic schemes? Why is there 
no word of praise for the checks and balances? Would 
that be in bad taste from the viewpoint of academic 
objectivity? Why do these Houston educators refer 
to the “idea and practice of democracy in the Soviet 
Union” (p. 16)? Don’t they know that there is no 
democracy in the Soviet Union? If they do, why don’t 
they say something about it? 

Why suggest to investigate the “rights in Soviet 
Russia” (p. 27)? Do the authors mean to imply that 


there are any rights for Soviet citizens? 
why not say so? 

Isn’t it helping our anti-anti-Communists (the pres- 
ent darlings of the Kremlin) to suggest debating if 
“the current measures adopted to control unorthodox 
ideologies in the United States do more harm than 
good” (p. 27)? A life-long opponent of any and all 
Congressional committees to investigate un-American 
activities like Harvard’s Zechariah Chafee, Jr., whom 
the Daily Worker delights in quoting, would approve 
of this topic. But doesn’t even such debate lame our 
will to resist the Communist danger? Don’t these 
Houston teachers realize the imminence of the Soviet 
threat? 

Why don’t these teachers ask the Houston sopho- 
mores to figure out projects to wipe out Communism? 
Why not have them debate on what might be done to 
return to sanity and Americanism? 

And why all this fuss about the United Nations?

wasted on projects that have brought no last- 
ing results. VPitifully little of it has seeped 
down to the masses. A few politicians may 
know that we have contributed billions of our 
hard-earned dollars—in a number of cases we 
have actually kept socialist governments in 
power—but the people generally either don’t 
know it or have never received any benetits 
which they could associate with it. Right 


now unemployment is a serious threat in most 


Nation. International understanding—or friendship 
—is something which men enter into because of a 
sincere desire to get along with other peoples. But it 
cannot be bought with doles and subsidies; it cannot 
be created through financial assistance, no matter how 
well-intentioned that aid may be. If you doubt this 
statement, you only have to look at the record of, and 
reaction to, American foreign aid since the close of 
World War II. Despite the fact that we have given 
away, for free, some $40 billion, we have made not one 
single friend among the family of nations; from our 
handouts, unprecedented in all history, we have reaped 
only enemies, 

Take France, for example. The French have been 
on the receiving end of American aid to the tune of 
more than $5 billion. That figures out to approxi- 
mately $125 for every American family of four, Have 
we got our money’s worth? Today no American can 
visit Paris without becoming immediately aware of the 
intense dislike of everything American on the part of 
the average Frenchman. And the recent strikes, which 
paralyzed France, offer convincing proof that Ameri- 
can dollars have failed to break Communist bonds. 
In a crisis, we could not count on the French. 

This statement is even truer of Italy, and it is 
equally true of England, where they take all that we 
have to offer, and then sneer at us. American dollars, 
extracted from American pay envelopes, have literally 
been tossed away; they have bought only hatred. 

This writer is not prepared to say that no good has 
resulted from the Marshall Plan. Maybe American 
aid at first helped to restore the industries of war- 
ravaged Europe and to prevent large-scale unemploy- 
ment. Maybe we bolstered tottering economies, and 
possibly by so doing we did erect a temporary road- 
block to further Communist advances. 

But even if this is true, it is our opinion that foreign 
handouts have now outserved whatever usefulness 
they once might have had. Much of our aid, both for 
economic and military purposes, has been squandered, 


of the countries we have assisted, because of 

overproduction and a lack of markets. No one 
abroad seems to want to serve in the armed forces, or 
to make any sacrifice for defense—and our insistence 
on such things is widely regarded as an unwarranted 
interference in their domestic affairs. Consequently 
the people cheer every time Moscow falsely displays 
the “dove’—and Uncle Sam is a thoroughly hated 
gentleman. 

Never before has any nation been so generous as has 
the United States. And rarely has any nation been so 
disliked. Returning tourists report that everywhere 
the people distrust Americans. A friend of this writer 
said that his family was so badly treated in Italy that 
they left the country; the people, instead of welcoming 
this tourist’s money, resented the fact that he had 
dollars to spend. In many places there have been anti- 
American demonstrations and riots. Everywhere the 
Russia-sponsored hate-America campaign is being 
waged.

O SAID a prophet of old. And it is my reply to 
Dr. Harry F. Ward, Professor Emeritus of Chris- 
tian Ethics at Union Theological Seminary in 

New York City, who recently received a plaque from 
certain left-wing organizations of the country for his 
consistent service to them over a period of 25 years. 

Now when such a hue and ery is being raised about 
investigating suspected subversives in our church 
groups, it is well to review the activities and utter- 
ances of some of them. And WHAT, | ask, is so 
sacrosanct about the profession of the clergy, except, 
as they themselves keep it so? 

Surely Harry Ward, the profound student of Chris- 
tian Ethics (“ethics,” according to Webster, “being 
character, or the ideals of character manifested by a 
race or a people,” and Christianity meaning the fol- 
lowing of Christian principles, that is, the Ten Com- 
mandments and the Golden Rule), must be fully con- 
versant with the pronouncements of Karl Marx, Lenin 
and his fellow citizen, William Z. Foster, chairman 
of the Communist Party of the United States. Karl 
Marx declared “religion to be the opiate of the people.” 
Foster has said: “we carry on propaganda for the 
liquidation of religious prejudices among the people” ; 
“a worker who fully understands the elementary prin- 
ciples of the Communist Party must liquidate and get 
rid of his religious scruples”; “one who would be 
married in the church would be of no value to the 
Party and would soon be thrown out of the Party.” 
Lenin insisted that all his followers agree to “the 
resort of all kinds of illegal methods, devices, evasions 
and subterfuges to carry on Communistic work.” In 
Lenin’s Message to Youth we find that Communistic 
morality must be entirely subordinated to the class 
struggle—“we don’t believe in eternal morality and 
we expose all fables about morality.” 

In spite of these statements of Red leaders, Ward 
has insisted that we all ought to read more history to 
learn that it has always been agreed that the ethical 
base of the Communist ideal and the ethical base of 
Christianity are the same. Why should not a clergy- 
man who uttered such ideas and a clergyman who 
came under the influence of such teachings in one of 
our largest and most influential theological seminaries, 
be investigated? Of course, he should. 

William Z. Foster has said that the U.S.S.R. is a 
“socialist democracy.” Yet, by the admission of its 
own leaders in Russia, the Soviet is a “dictatorship of 
the proletariat,” a totalitarian state. Harry Ward has 
also called Russia a “socialist democracy”; he has 
said it is the second higher stage in the three historical 
stages of democracy. According to him, we here in 
the U. 8. are in the lowest, that of a “capitalist 
democracy.” We must, he says, climb up to Russia 
and then joyously go on with her to the highest, “a 
Communist democracy.” 

Let us urge the befuddled and ignorant, the sly and 
the cunning, to really read history and to learn that 
we here have a Republic, a representative form of 
government, under a written Constitution, and in the 
highest phase it has ever been known in the history

of man. We have a creative, capitalistic form of 
society that has produced the historical fact that no 
other nation on the face of the earth has exhibited a 
greater measure of humanitarianism to all the rest of 
the world; like feeding the Russian children after 
World War I; like helping the Russian people (as 
much as their government would permit it) to sur- 
vive after the Bolsheviks had liquidated thousands of 
farm owners for political reasons and millions had 
died from starvation because of this power lust and 
political fear; like giving the Russians $11 billions 
in lend-lease in World War II; like turning over 
millions for Russian Relief after World War II. 

The answer to Harry Ward’s pet question—‘what 
do you think will be the historical development of our 
democracy here since democracy is a growing and a 
developing thing?”—is that we have a motto, “IN GOD 
WE TRUST.” In setting up our Republic we formu- 
lated and promulgated that great dream of man to be 
truly self-governing, his inalienable right as a creation 
of God. 

Our development will be onward and upward toward 
a cleaner and purer representative Republic with a 
more and a more creative capitalism. 

And we continue to pray, and our word shall not 
come back to us void, that the old grace and under- 
standing of the Russian people will again assert itself; 
that Lenin’s, Foster’s and Ward’s mere economic man 
of the empty belly under a demogogic political leader- 
ship as a substitute for God, will vanish from the 
earth.

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O CITY in the United States of America has so 

many representative churches as the City of 
Washington. This is, of course, due to the fact 
that this is the National Capital, and the leading 
denominations of the country, recognizing the impor- 
tance of religion in the life of the Nation, have erected, 
or are raising funds for the erection of, great edifices, 
including memorial churches, fittingly to represent 
them at the Seat of Government. 

Churches were established in and about the area 
that came to be known as the District of Columbia 
some years before it was created by the Act of 1790, 
and a number of the leading churches in Washington 
today had their beginnings during the early days of 
the Republic. As an instance, the original Foundry 
Methodist Church stood at 14th and G Streets, N. W., 
on land given by Henry Foxall as a thank offering for

NATIONAL CHURCHES 


IN WASHINGTON

The central tower will rise to a height of 262 
feet, and the two western towers will be 195 
feet high. The nave will have a span of 40 
feet and its height will be 95 feet. The cathe- 
dral is of solid masonry construction through- 
out, Indiana limestone being the primary build- 
ing material. Every decorative detail sym- 
bolizes in some manner the meaning of the 
Christian faith. The story of Christianity is 
told in stone; and to this is added the rich 
symbolism of hundreds of other sculptured 
details and of many tracery windows. Stained- 
glass windows adorn the cathedral, made by 
skilled craftsmen, who follow the formulae 


the preservation of his foundry in Georgetown in the 
War of 1812. The first church at the site was dedi- 
sated in 1815, and a new church was dedicated at the 
same site in 1866. It is now located at 16th and P 
Streets, N. W. The present minister, Rev. Frederick 
Brown Harris, D.D., is also Chaplain of the United 
States Senate. 

Among the largest of the national churches is the 
Protestant Episcopal Cathedral of St. Peter and St. 
Paul, more popularly called the Washington Cathedral 
or the National Cathedral. It is being built by the 
Episcopalians and their friends, and it is of such mag- 
nitude that it can be said that they are erecting in the 
National Capital an American Westminster. In design 
it is 14th Century Gothic. It proposes to carry out a 
wish of President Washington for a “church for na- 
tional purposes,” for which a location at the site of 
what is now the Civil Service Commission Building on 
the square bounded by 7th and 9th, F and G Streets, 
N. W., was designated on the L’Enfant Plan of 1791. 

The movement to erect the cathedral began in 1891, 
and a charter was received from Congress for its erec- 
tion two years later, “for the promotion of religion 
and education and charity.” The site chosen for it, 
Mount St. Albans, is a wooded area comprising about 
70 acres, 400 feet above the city, from which a mag- 
nificent view of the City of Washington is obtained, as 
well as a broad sweep of the Potomac River. 

Perpetuating an ancient custom, the ground plan 
of the cathedral is in the form of a cross, the arms of 
the transepts extending north and south. The total 
length of the building, from the exterior of the apse 
at the eastern end to the main entrance at the western 
end, will be 534 feet. The total spread of the tran- 
septs will be 215 feet, and each of these arms of the 
cross will be 105 feet wide. The ground area will be 


71,000 square feet, and this will be ample to provide 
standing room for 27,000 persons or seating for 7,500. 
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similar to those employed by medieval glass- 

makers. Services are held there each day, and 
there have been times when as many as 15,000 persons 
attended. Through the medium of the radio, millions 
of listeners are reached from coast to coast. In addi- 
tion to services in the cathedral proper, services are 
also held in the Bethlehem Chapel, the first portion of 
the cathedral to be completed; the Chapel of St. Joseph 
of Arimathea, an impressive sanctuary in the crypt

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directly beneath the crossing; the Chapel of the Resur- 
rection, a erypt chapel of Norman design; and in the 
spacious open-air amphitheater on the hillside directly 
south of the cathedral. 

While it will be many years before it is completed, 
the cathedral already is recognized as a shrine of 
national significance. In its crypt chapels are the last 
resting places of President Woodrow Wilson, Admiral 
George Dewey, Ambassador Henry White, Bishop 
Henry Yates Satterlee, Bishop Alfred Harding, and 
other illustrious Americans. In the years to come, 
the Washington Cathedral will contribute as distinc- 
tively to the City of Washington as St. Paul’s does to 
London, Notre Dame to Paris, and St. Peter’s to Rome. 
In connection with the Cathedral, a beautiful Cathed- 
ral Garden has been designed and planted, known as 
the Bishop’s Garden. 


HE National Shrine of the Immaculate Conception 

is under construction at Brookland, in northeast 
Washington, designed as a symbol of American Cath- 
olic devotion to the Blessed Virgin. The building is 
designed in the Byzantine style of architecture and 
reminds one of the great church of Sancta Sophia in 
the old city of Constantinople on the Bosporous. The 
building as designed is to take its place with such 
notable memorials as Santa Maria Maggiore of Rome; 
Santa Maria del Fiore, Florence; and the shrine of 
Lourdes, in France. 

The building as designed is cruciform in plan, with 
a triple apse, at the focus of which is placed the cen- 
tral altar within a great baldachina. The apse is of 
vast scale. The transept has a width of 238 feet and 
is approached by richly sculptured porches. An ambu- 
latory completely enframes the nave. An open tri- 
forium encircles the edifice, so as to be capable of 
increasing when necessary the great congregational 
capacity of the building, 

The narthex is of correspondingly spacious dimen- 
sions and communicates with the principal story of the 
tall campanile, which is to rise 330 feet; the dome is 
to rise to a height of about 200 feet. Underneath the 
triple apse the crypt has been con- 
structed, It is richly treated with 
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men at the funeral of Abraham Lincoln, it was en- 
larged to twice its original size. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church South erected a 
large church building of Georgia marble in the year 
1919. It is situated at Massachusetts Avenue and 
9th Street, N. W., facing Mount Vernon Square. It 
cost $500,000. 

Another large church in the heart of the city is the 
New York Avenue Presbyterian Church. It is note- 
worthy because it is the one where Abraham Lincoln 
worshipped. The congregation was organized in 1859, 
and in the course of the years the “Abraham Lincoln 
Room” has been preserved. The church was rebuilt 
and dedicated in 1951, reflecting in its architectural 
style that of the early days of the Republic. 

The National Presbyterian Church, the one of which 
President and Mrs. Eisenhower are members, is situ- 
ated on the corner of Connecticut Avenue and N 
Streets, N. W. It is “Richardsonian” in its style of 
architecture, recalling the Romanesque style. In 
front of the church is a statue of John Witherspoon, 
which was presented to the United States by the With- 
erspoon Memorial Assn., and unveiled May 20, 1909. 

John Witherspoon was a Presbyterian clergyman, at 
one time president of Princeton University, and one of 
the signers of the Declaration of Independence, the 
only clergyman among the signers of that famous 
document. 

On the north side of the pedestal is a quotation from 
Witherspoon, made during the War for Independence, 
as follows: 


For my own part, of property I have some, of 
reputation more. That reputation is staked, that 
property is pledged on the issue of this contest, 
and although these grey hairs must soon descend 
into the sepulehre, I would infinitely rather that 
they descend thither by the hand of the executioner 
than desert at this crisis the sacred cause of my 
country. 


The Lutherans erected a memorial church at Thomas 
Circle to commemorate the (See Cuurcnes, Page 32) 


marbles and mosaics. Each of the 
three apses has been subdivided into 
five individual chapels—memorials to 
the early saints of the chureh. The 
capacity of this portion of the struc- 
ture is approximately 1,500. The 
walls of the erypt are lined with 
Genevieve golden-vein marble, articu- 
lated at the apses by columns of rare 
marbles brought from various coun- 
tries of the world, Here a most in- 
teresting decorative scheme in terms 
of faience has been introduced to en- 
rich the effect of the vaults; in the 
same material are also the Stations 
of the Cross. 

Among the down-town churches is 
St. Patrick’s Catholic Church, which 
was founded in the vear 1789. It was 
the only church of that denomination 
within the city limits until the year 
1820. It is situated between F and 
G on 10th Street, N. W. 

Epiphany Protestant Episcopal 
Church, founded in 1842, is situated 


on G Street, between 13th and 14th 
Streets, N. W. About 1860, during 
the rectorship of Dr. Charles Hall, 
who was one of the officiating clergy-

Kansas Union Officials Indicted 


Indictments against five union leaders climaxed a 
lengthy jurisdictional dispute which has rocked Kan- 
sas City labor circles. Orville L. Ring, president of 
Teamsters Local No, 541, AFL, was charged with two 
counts of embezzlement and two counts of second- 
degree robbery. One of his assistants, Del Nabors, was 
named in an indictment charging felonious assault. 

Edward Chevlin, an official of Teamsters Local No. 
838, was indicted on a charge of assault with intent 
to kill and two charges of carrying concealed weapons, 
while a second-degree robbery charge was placed 
against Willard Wilkinson, president of Heavy Con- 
struction Laborers’ Union Local No. 663. 

John <A. Sheffer, of the National Electrical Con- 
tractors’ Association, was indicted on two counts of 
second-degree robbery. 

Meanwhile in San Francisco, Local 1245, Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical Workers, AFL, ousted 
two shop stewards for failure to cooperate with the 
California House Committee on Un-American <Activi- 
ties, probing into Communist infiltration of public 
utilities. They are Travis Lafferty, of Oakland, and 
Joseph Chasin, of San Francisco. 


Witnesses Give Data on Red Clergy 


The House Committee on Un-American Activities, 
under the chairmanship of Congressman Harold H. 
Velde (R-I11.) is prepared to hear the testimony of Dr. 
J. B. Matthews concerning his recent charges of pro- 
Reds in the Protestant churches. The hearing is sched- 
uled this month. Dr. Matthews resigned as staff direc- 
tor of the Senate Permanent Investigations subcom- 
mittee following the publication of a magazine article 
in which he stated that “the largest single group sup- 
porting the Communist apparatus in the United States 
today is composed of Protestant clergymen.” 

In his article Dr. Matthews estimated that 7,000 
ministers were Reds, fronters or dupes of the Commu- 
nist conspiracy. He now says that his documentation 
will show that the figure is nearer to 10,000, and prom- 
ises that his testimony “will shock the nation.” 

Meantime the House committee has heard other 
witnesses on the subject. Joseph Kornfeder, Slova- 
kian-born and Moscow-trained Communist, whose 
party name was Zack and who quit the party in 1934, 
charged that he personally knew of 600 clergymen 
who had been secret Reds, and that between 3.000 and 
4.000 others have been fellow-travelers or sympathizers. 
Benjamin Gitlow, former head of the Communist 
Party, testified that to his knowledge many clergymen 
carried out orders of the Communist Party or collaho- 
rated with it. Among the outstanding ones named in 
the testimony were:

dean of the Communist Party in the religious field.”

Bishop McConnell Dies at 82 


Bishop Francis J. McConnell, of the Methodist 
Church, who retired in 1944, is dead at the age of 82. 
The bishop, who once headed the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America (now National Coun- 
cil), and who with Harry Ward directed the Methodist 
Federation for Social Action, belonged to the so-called 
left-wing fringe of the church, and probably was iden- 
tified with more Communist fronts and left-wing or- 
ganizations than any other prominent Methodist. Be- 
cause of these affiliations, he was frequently mentioned 
in these columns, 


Dr. Poling Alerts Clergy to Menace 


While most of the churchmen mentioned in testi- 
mony before the House committee were engaged in 
denying the charges, Dr. Daniel A. Poling, editor of 
the Christian Herald and prominent Baptist leader, 
issued an alert to the pulpits of the Protestant faith 
against the “insidious menace” of Communism. His 
remarks in particular seemed to be aimed at Dr. John 
A. Mackay, president of Princeton Theological Semi- 
nary, for his recent “anti-anti-Communist” declara- 
tion. 

“As a clergyman,” Dr. Poling said, “I charge myself 
and my fellow clergymen with specific responsibility 
for assisting the duly constituted representatives of 
our State and Federal governments in discovering and 
bringing to justice those few among us who dishonor 
their sacred calling by giving aid and comfort to this 
twentieth century enemy of every holy thing our fa- 
thers created and passed in trust to us.” 


15 Alleged Spies Live in Luxury 


Willard Edwards, writing in the Washington T'imes- 
Herald, calls attention to the fact that 15 American 
citizens, all of whom have been identified as spies in 
the employ of Soviet Russia, 12 of whom were at the 
time holding official jobs with the United States gov- 
ernment, are now living in luxurious splendor in sub- 
urban New York. Provided with comfortable in- 
comes, they do not even have the financial worries 
that plague many loyal Americans. Unwatched and 
unhampered, they go about their daily chores just as 
their fellow citizens. Even their neighbors do not 
particularly notice them. 

When asked the familiar question about Communist 
affiliations, all of them hid behind the Fifth Amend- 
ment and refused to answer, Six of them, when asked 
if they still were engaged in espionage against their 
own country, refused to answer. As Mr. Edwards ex- 
presses it: “If history records a similarly incredible 
sequence of events, research has not yet disclosed it.”

Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Michigan, California, 
Georgia, Kansas, Nebraska, New Mexico, North Caro- 
lina, Wyoming, Louisiana State, Western Kentucky 
State and Oregon State. 

Twenty-eight other universities have signed; five 
have not yet taken action. 


College Editors Get Moscow Visas 


Seven college editors have been granted permission 
by the Soviet Union to make a trip to Russia, but only 
three finally allowed themselves to be used as “propa- 
ganda tools.” 


The idea for the trip was conceived at Queens Col- 
lege, New York. Ninety college papers were polled, 
and 16 finally approved the proposal, but only seven 
editors reportedly turned in visa applications. These 
were: James Grant, Queens College (who later backed 
out); Natalie Becker, Vassar; Arthur Brown, Univer- 
sity of Chicago; Daniel Berger, Oberlin College (Ohio) ; 
Mark Edmond, University of Colorado; Zander Hol- 
lander, University of Michigan, and Kenneth F. Rys- 
trom, University of Nebraska. 


New York Ends Hearings on Red Party 


A special committee of the State Board of Regents 
of New York has concluded its hearings on whether the 
Communist Party should be listed as subversive under 
provisions of the State’s Feinberg law. Recommen- 
dations will soon be ready for the full membership of 
the Board of Regents. Between last December and 
the conclusion of the hearings, some 2,300 pages of 
testimony were taken. 

At the concluding session, Judge Bruce Bromley, 
former member of the Court of Appeals and presently 
counsel for the Regents, urged that the Communist 
Party be branded subversive and an advocate of vio- 
lent overthrow of our government. He declared the 
party is still dedicated to the doctrine of violent revo- 
lution despite professed changes in policy. He said 
the party is based on “Marxism-Leninism,” which 
holds that the state is the organ of class domination, 
an organ of oppression of one class by another, and 
that the accession to power of the working class is 
inevitable; the accession requires a “revolutionary 
situation” and that the accession to power should be 
directed by the Communist Party. 

John Abt, counsel for the New York Communist 
Party; Simon W. Gerson, the Red Party’s State legis- 
lative chairman, and George Blake Charney, the party’s 
labor secretary, all defended the party position. 


Harvard Retains ‘Defiant’ Faculty Member 


Although the Harvard Corporation found Leon J. 
Kamin guilty of “misconduct” in refusing to answer 
questions before the Senate Internal Security sub- 
committee, which interrogated him on Communist 
Party affiliations, the university has announced that 
he will be kept on the payroll—under a new,non- 
teaching appointment. He has been granted a research 
fellowship in psychology.

“draw.” Dr. Markham was first cleared by Harvard 
after she had twice refused to tell a probing committee 
whether she was a Communist.

In the meantime, Rutgers University’s trustees 
have accepted the resignation of Professor Abraham 
Glasser, who had refused to tell the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities whether he was a Commu- 
nist between 1935 and 1951, when he worked for the 
Department of Justice, 

Two other Rutgers faculty members were dismissed 
last January for refusing to testify before an investi- 
gating committee.

New Anti-Commie Bill Passed in Illinois 


Twenty years’ imprisonment and $20,000 fines con- 
stitute maximum penalties in an anti-Red bill passed 
by the Illinois legislature. The penalties apply to 
State employees who belong to subversive organiza- 
tions. Such an employee would also be barred from 
voting or holding office. State college employees will 
be included among the groups requiring a loyalty oath. 


GPO Probe Unearths Red Suspects 


Edward M. Rothschild, a bookbinder, has been sus- 
pended by the Government Printing Office following 
his refusal to tell the Senate Permanent Investigations 
subcommittee whether he ever was a Communist, 
whether he had stolen a secret code or whether he had 
been engaged in espionage against the United States. 

His wife, Esther, likewise invoked the Fifth Amend- 
ment in declining to answer committee questions, even 
after Mrs. Mary Markward, former FBI undercover 
agent, had testified concerning her Red activities. Mrs. 
Gertrude Evans, executive secretary of the Progressive 
Party in Washington, D. C., also refused to answer 
questions concerning her relationship to Mrs. Roths- 
child or affiliations with the Communist Party. 

Fred Sillers, a former GPO employee, was another 
reluctant witness before the McCarthy investigators. 
James Phillips, GPO worker, had identified him as a 
Communist Party member. 

William ©, Taylor, Negro Communist, now of Los 
Angeles, was asked what he knew about Rothschild 
and the alleged theft of top secret material from the 
Government Printing Office, but all questions drew re- 
fusals to testify. Taylor was one-time head of the 
Communist Party in the Washington, D. C.-Maryland 
district during the New Deal. 


Suspended Secretary Quits Job 


Miss Gayle V. Gift has resigned her job as secretary 
in the anti-trust division of the Department of Justice 
following her suspension on August 20 “on security 
grounds,” 

She was suspended after her father, Charles Gift, a 
former Naval Gun Factory machinist, had been called 
before the Senate Permanent Investigations subcom- 
mittee during a hearing on reported Red infiltration 
of the Government Printing Office. He refused to 
answer all questions by invoking his Constitutional 
privilege. 


Plan Test of 5th Amendment Abuse 


“I refuse to answer on the ground it might tend to 
incriminate me.” How many times in recent months 
have you heard that now familiar refrain? Well, 
roughly speaking, some 800 witnesses before Congres- 
sional committees have fallen back on the Fifth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution when asked about their pos- 
sible Communist affiliations. And some of those wit- 
nesses have resorted to this device 50 or 60 times.

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Office, who refused to say whether 
he was a Communist or whether he 
had ever stolen secret documents 
from the GPO. His wife, Esther, 
also refused to answer questions 
concerning possible Communist con- 
nections. Senator McCarthy then 
asked what may prove to be the test 
question : 

“Do you refuse to answer on the 
ground that a truthful answer might 
tend to incriminate you?” 

On the advice of her lawyer, 
Charles E, Ford, Mrs. Rothschild 
again refused to answer. Ford, who 
makes a habit of defending Fifth 
Amendment witnesses, argues as 
follows: 

“Tt doesn’t make the slightest 
difference whether the answer a wit- 
ness might give would be true or 
false. Perjury is not involved here. 
The sole test is whether any answer, 
a truthful one or not, might tend to 
incriminate the witness.” 

In order to test the issue in court, 
it would be necessary first to obtain 
a contempt citation from the sub- 
committee, then from the parent 
Government Operations Committee, 
and finally from the full Senate. 
That means that action cannot be 
taken until Congress reconvenes in 
January. 


Judge Picard Upholds 
McCarthy View 


Federal Judge Frank A. Picard, 
of Michigan, is one jurist who sides 
with Senator McCarthy in doubting 
that the Constitution was intended 
to give immunity to those who can 
be proved liars. In the case of Guss 
Polites, whose citizenship was later 
revoked on the basis of evidence 
furnished by competent witnesses, 
despite his refusal to answer ques- 
tions, the judge commented, in 
part:

FEDERAL JUDGE SUPPORTS McCARTHY VIEW ON FIFTH AMENDMENT ABUSE 


COMMUNIST MENACE ABROAD 


BY PAUL R. BISH 


Although the anti-Communist front in Europe and 
the Near East has for the first time in many years turned 
the tide, at least temporarily, in five countries in recent 
weeks, it is known by our government that the Kremlin 
has very definite plans for eventual victory over the 
Eastern hemisphere, and therefore cannot be counted out. 

Among those having the greatest first-hand knowl- 
edge of Russia's plans in Europe is the former member 
of the Italian and French Communist Parties, A. Rossi, 
now on the faculty of the University of Paris. Rossi in a recent address at a 
seminar warned his audience of the secret plans of the Kremlin to capture 
Europe by subversion, rather than to chance an armed conflict at this time. 
He pointed out that the subversion and thereby neutralization of Italy, France 
and Western Germany, or the breaking of bonds between Great Britain, France 
and the United States, would be sufficient for a Kremlin victory in Burope 
without an armed offensive. Rossi, the founder of the Italian Communist Party 
in 1929, and who has held high posts in the French Party, knows the inside of 
Red plans. One of Moscow's tricks, he charges, is to use a “sort of blackmail” 
on those countries by “threatening serious social disorders leading to civil war." 

Russia is strengthening its threat over European countries by recreating 
many fronts, similar to those it used before World War II, and similar to 
Hitler’s infamous fifth-columns which so freely undermined governments and 
subverted factions to such an extent as to weaken the governmental structures 
and force surrender to his foreign agents. 

The big breaks for the anti-Communist side in Europe and the Far Hast in 
recent weeks were staggering blows to the Kremlin conspirators and their 
agents in five major countries and, while possibly only temporary, they are 
having considerable influence on the picture in other countries. 

In Italy, the government has finally succeeded after months of effort in 
stabilizing conditions. After 47 days without a government, the Christian 
Democrats have finally won out in face of the combined Communist and Socialist 
Party threats, naming and confirming Giuseppa Pella Premier, and giving him 
and his cabinet a vote of confidence. The vote was 315 to 215 in the Chamber 
of Deputies. 

The second victory was in France, where after months of changing govern- 
ments, Premier Joseph Laniel finally strengthened his position by battling the 
Communist-Socialist combine which had tied up the country in general strikes 
for many weeks. His administration was compelled to bow to an extent to 
some of the Red demands, and freed many of the Party leaders from jail, but 
for the most part he stood his ground, using the armed forces to operate trans- 
portation facilities and other public utilities, 

It is believed that the pattern in France, if it had succeeded, was to have 
been duplicated by the Reds in Italy. 

The national election contest in Western Germany, with victory to the Chris- 
tian Democrats by an overwhelming majority, this in face of Red intimidation 
of voters, plots, and the swarming of Reds across the line from East Germany, 
is considered one of the major set-backs to the Kremlin in many a day. The 
Christian Demos polled 12,440,799 votes to the Communists’ 607,413, winning 244 
seats in the parliament. The Communists came out with only 15 seats and the 
Social Demos 150. The Communist vote in the previous free election (1949) 
was 1,316,706 votes. 

A fourth victory, this not so peaceful as the others, was that of the suc- 
cessful counter-revolution in Iran, where Premier Mohammed Mossadegh, with 
Communist support, had seized all reins of government and was making over- 
tures to Russia. The victorious counter-revolution re-enthroned Shah Moham- 
med Reza Pahlevi, who had taken refuge in Italy. Most of the leaders behind 
Mossadegh were killed by the counter-revolutionists, and Mossadegh is held 
for trial for treason. The country was left in financial stress as a result of 
his government. 

The defeat of Mossadegh forces set forth a drive for the complete liquidation 
of the Communist Party and its fronts in Iran, and a clean-up is in motion as 
this column goes to press. Among those caught in the net is a former prince 
of a former ruling dynasty. 

In reverse, but not as yet too serious, are the brazen demands of the Commu- 
nists in Telengana, India, the center of the strongest force of Reds within India, 
Having captured control of the government, the Reds are demanding secession 
from India, and the creation of a Soviet (Independent) state. The Reds now 
have a plurality of one in the legislature of Telengana, 

Danish Socialists on the other hand, are causing the anti-Russian front in 
Europe as much concern as some of the more strongly Communist entrenched 
countries, They have rescinded their agreement to permit the U.S.A. and NATO 
airfield facilities there, and have entered into trade negotiations with Ruasia, 
They have also refused to vote funds for the NATO armed forces, 

In Great Britain, the General Council of the Federation of Trade Union 
Congress sprang a surprise and voted in opposition to further Socialistic en- 
croachments by the government. This is the first major reverse for the Labor 
Party's socialistic program in years. However, this action has been countered 
by the powerful Labor Party which calls for further nationalization, and by 
other trade unions some of which are strongly infiltrated by Communists. 

Meantime, England some weeks ago released the atom spy, Dr. Klaus Fuchs, 

from prison, and recently released his right-hand aid for so many years, Dr. 
toris Davidson. The latter is now being assigned to experimental work at 
Birmingham University. Another sign of possible trouble ahead for England 
is the return of its Korean POW’s, 15 per cent of whom, it is reported, were 
won over to Communism while imprisoned. Canada has also released one of 
its imprisoned atom spies, one caught in the Canadian branch of the Fuchs ring, 
Sam Carr, who also is an official of the Communist Party there, known as the 
Progressive Labor Party. On release, Carr stated to the press: “I am still a 
Communist—the world has not changed since I have been in prison.” 

This column pointed out several months ago that the Kremlin feels that 
among its greatest accomplishments in years is the recent creation of two 
new Soviets on western soil. Reds have won control of the government of 
British Guiana and of Guatemala. 

Recent results of the Guatemalian situation have been felt in the U.S.A. 
American capital had ventured into the development of many of the natural 
resources there, as well as in fruit and other commerce, and is being confiscated.

Propose Job Ban for Reluctant Witnesses 


Senator Everett M. Dirksen (R-Il1.) proposes bar- 
ring Federal employment to anyone who refuses to 
testify before a Congressional committee on the grounds 
of possible self-incrimination. 

Senator Dirksen said he will introduce such legis- 
lation when Congress reconvenes in January. The 
measure has the support of Senator McCarthy.

—the known Communist who facilitated Adams’ entry 
into this country, the known Communists who later 
employed him, the contacts which led him straight to 
the Manhattan Project. So Adams purloined the 
secrets, shipped them to Russia—probably in some of 
the bales which Major George Racey Jordan has re- 
ported as having passed through Great Falls, Montana 
—and then he himself escaped. 

Such a thing could only have happened in America— 
during the Roosevelt-Truman era. It is stranger than 
fiction—and a lot more serious, for at stake are the 
lives of every American, the security of our country, 
and the very existence of the free world. 


McCarthy Hailed by FBI Chief 


Senator Joseph R. McCarthy (R-Wis.) has been on 
the receiving end of many bitter attacks in recent 
years, but he is regarded in quite another light by a 
man who should really know—.J, Edgar Hoover, direc- 
tor of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. Calling 
him “a vigorous individual who is not going to be 
pushed around,” the FBI chief went on: 

“Certainly he is a controversial man. He is earnest 
and he is honest. He has enemies. Whenever you 
attack subversives of any kind, Communists, Fascists, 
even the Ku Klux Klan, you are going to be the victim 
of the most extremely vicious criticism that can be 
made. 

“IT know. But sometimes a knock is a boost. When 
certain elements cease their attacks on me, I'll know 
I'm slipping.” 

Senator McCarthy also recently received a boost 
from an unexpected source—in a statement by Presi- 
dent Richard J. Gray, of the AFL’s largest union—the 
building and construction trades—with a membership 
of 1,200,000. Gray, who supported Eisenhower in last 
year’s election, declared that McCarthy has produced 
results “impressive beyond one’s imagination.” He 
had planned to issue a “box score” of these results, a 
list, which, he says, “is long and very enlightening,” 
but his eulogy of the senator brought the ire of other 
labor union leaders, so he has temporarily held back 
the box-score. 


Smear Attack Aimed at McCarthy 


An unofficial, but vicious, report, entitled “The 
Financial Affairs of McCarthy,” is now being distrib- 
uted by New Republic magazine, Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action, American Labor Party, Progressive 
Party, all left-wing, and various Communist organs. 

In connection with this smear attack, it should be 
noted that the Justice Department has already found 
no basis for fraud or grounds for election law indict- 
ment of the Wisconsin Senator—after a seven-month 
diligent study of charges. The circulated report was 
not approved by the U. 8S. Senate, but it is being 
given wide circulation and it is because of this that 
the Justice Department launched the investigation. 


Lucy Doesn't Love Reds—Now 


Lucille Ball, star of the “I Love Lucy” show and 
regarded as one of television’s top actresses, has admit- 
ted that she registered to vote as a Communist in 1936. 
But she only did it, she says, to “please” her grand- 
father, the late Fred C. Hunt. 

Furthermore, Miss Ball states, she has never been 
a card-holding Communist, she never joined any fronts, 
and she certainly does not love the Reds—at least not 


since grandfather died. Desi Arnaz, her husband, 
backs her up in this, and Congressman Donald Jackson 
(R-Calif) commended her for her cooperation—but he 
admitted that “no case is ever closed.” 

In 1936 Miss Ball was 25, and a budding starlet. 
She was old enough at the time to know the difference 
between right and left. Since then she has traveled a 
long way—largely because her grandfather's influence 
didn’t extend beyond his own family. 


China ‘Lobby’ Urges Red Purge 


In one of the best letters ever written on the subject, 
the American China Policy Association, Inc.—some- 
times referred to as the “China Lobby”—has demanded 
that the State Department purge its ranks of pro-Com- 
munist foreign service officers, if any are still retained, 
and at the same time urged that anti-Communists, who 
may have been dismissed, be brought back to Wash- 
ington. 

The open letter was released over the signature of 
the association’s president, George S. Schuyler, and 
was addressed to Walter 8. Robertson, Assistant Sec- 
retary of State for Far Eastern Affairs, who a few 
months ago visited Korea in order to win Syngman 
Rhee’s support for a truce. The ACPA letter referred 
to a hithertoo unpublished letter written by Mr. Rob- 
ertson to Philip C, Jessup, then ambassador-at-large, 
in 1949, in which mention was made of certain foreign 
service officers who had contributed to the cause 
of Chinese Communism by opposing aid to Chiang 
Kai-shek. 

After asking whether all the pro-Reds have been 
cleaned out of the State Department, the letter 
goes on: 

“Meantime, we understand that the anti-Commu- 
nists who were forced out of the Department in 1944 
and 1945 by Dean Acheson and Alger Hiss (as per 
sworn testimony of former Assistant Secretary Adolf 
Berle) or were sent to Kenya, Singapore and other 
far places, are still out. We urge that they be brought 
back to Washington to take over control from all those 
whose judgment or loyalty is questioned. 

“Ts it true that some of the foreign service officers 
are still pressing for recognition of Red China, which 
we all know would mean Chinese Consulates from 
Pearl Harbor to Boston, loaded with spies; our 80,000 
Chinese non-citizens in this country delivered over to 
the ruthless power of Red China; and which would 
amount to notice to Japan, the Philippines, and the 
rest of Asia that they had best make their deals with 
Red China before it is too late?” 

At the time of going to press, Mr. Robertson had 
declined comment on the letter. 


State Department Announces Loyalty Check 


The State Department has announced new regula- 
tions for the loyalty screening of employees. R. W. 
Seott McLeod, security officer, stated he had found 
2,000 cases in which there had been no investigation 
whatever, and 2,000 more in which the investigations 
had been inadequate. 

Under the new plan the policy will be to dismiss 
the employee if there is reasonable doubt about his 
loyalty, with Secretary of State John Foster Dulles 
making the final decision. Factors to be considered 
will include not only Communist or subversive affilia- 
tions, but drug addiction, sexual perversion, habitual 
drunkenness, and criminal or immoral conduet.

Davies’ Case Up for Review Again 


The case of John Patton Davies, Jr., foreign service 
career oflicer, is among those now being reviewed. He 
was “cleared” in 1951 and again in 1952, but the pres- 
ent sereening is in accordance with President Eisen- 
hower’s directive to review all cases of those who had 
been cleared under the old Truman “loyalty” procedure, 

Mr. Davies was anti-Chiang Kai-shek as long ago as 
1944, and his recali was asked by General Pat Hurley, 
then special ambassador in Chungking. He also figured 
in the Institute of Pacific Relations probe in 1952 
when, according to the testimony of Lyle H. Munson, a 
former Central Intelligence Agency official, Davies had 
proposed a special group to advise CIA on Russian 
policy, the group to include the late Agnes Smedley, 
Anna Louise Strong, Edgar Snow, Mr. and Mrs. John 
K. Fairbank and Benjamin K. Schwartz, of Harvard. 
Davies later admitted that both Miss Smedley and 
Miss Strong belonged to the Communist apparatus, 
and that Edgar Snow had leftist tendencies, 

A year ago the Senate Internal Security subcommit- 
tee recommended that Davies be indicted for perjury. 
The case is still pending.

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Congressional Investigations Praised 


Two Americans who have recently returned from 
Europe—Allen W. Dulles, chief of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, and the Most Rev. Richard J, Cushing, 
Catholic archbishop of Boston—added their support 
of Congressional probes into the Communist conspir- 
acy. When questioned abroad about “McCarthyism,” 
the archbishop said: 

“My answer was that it all depends on what they 
think of Communism. Despite any extremes or mis- 
takes that may have been made, I don’t believe any- 
thing has brought out the evils and methods of Com- 
munism more to the attention of the American people 
than the investigations.” 

Dulles echoed these sentiments when he said that 
he believed the Red dangers had been “brought home 
pretty well to the American people, who are more 
conscious of them than some of the people of Europe, 
by the various probes including those of the Senator, 
the trials of the Communist leaders and the speeches 
of our leading people.” 

Dulles added that Americans should never discount 
“the skill and ability of the Communists in the field 
of intelligence and subversion.” 


Lawyers Urge Ouster of Communists 


The House of Delegates of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation, meeting in Boston, has unanimously adopted 
a resolution calling on the legal profession to clean 
its ranks of Reds. The committee was headed by 
former Senator Herbert R, O’Conor, of Maryland. 

In the meantime Attorney General Herbert Brow- 
nell, Jr., described the National Lawyers Guild as the 
“legal mouthpiece” of the Communist Party, and an- 
nounced his intention to place the group on his list 
of subversive organizations. The Guild has frequently 
been cited in these columns by the NationaL Rerusvic. 

The announcement by Mr. Brownell brought imme- 
diate protests from the Lawyers Guild’s national and 
local officers, including denunciations by its national 
and State presidents and secretaries, most of whom 
have extensive left-wing, if not in fact Red-front, rec- 
ords. Earl B, Dickerson, national president of the 
Guild, also attacked the American Bar Association 
for arguing that all Communist attorneys be barred. 


Communist Paper Supports Demos 


The Daily Worker (Communist organ) has warned 
its readers that they should not “stand aside” from 
the “important struggles among the masses who form 
the base of the Democratic Party.” 

The Narionat Rerustic long contended that the 
Democratic Party, under New Deal-Fair Deal leader- 
ship, made the party extremely vulnerable to Commu- 
nist infiltration, because of its “liberal,” Socialistic 
policies and because of its coddling of Reds during the 
Roosevelt-Truman era. Now the Communist Party, 
through the medium of its official publication, verifies it. 


Seek To Reinstate Lattimore Charges 


The Department of Justice has asked the Federal 
Court of Appeals to reinstate four of the original 
seven counts against Owen Lattimore which were dis- 
missed last May by Federal District Judge Luther W. 
Youngdahl. 


APPEAL MAY DELAY LATTIMORE’S TRIAL SCHEDULED FOR OCTOBER 6 


The filed brief asserts that the judge had violated 
“settled principles of Anglo-American law” and had 
given to “the defendant a license to testify falsely 
under oath.” 

Lattimore, self-styled Far Eastern expert and former 
head of the Walter Hines Page School of International 
Relations at Johns Hopkins University, was indicted 
on perjury charges last December after he had testified 
before the Senate Internal Security subcommittee. 
The hearing was in connection with the alleged Com- 
munist infiltration of the Institute of Pacific Relations. 


Legion Raps Civil Liberties Union 


The American Legion at its recent national conven- 
tion in St. Louis called for a Congressional investiga- 
tion of the American Civil Liberties Union and, “if 
warranted,” prosecution. 

The ACLU, in a reply released by its executive 
director, Patrick Murphy Malin, suggested that the 
Legion “learn how to oppose illegal acts while defend- 
ing civil liberties and how to oppose what a man says 
while defending his constitutional right to say it.” As 
usual the left-wing press rushed to the defense of the 
ACLU, but the Legion hardly needs any defense—or 
suggestions—when it comes to matters concerning 
liberties, the Constitution, or the American Way. 


AN EXPLANATION 


The Rev. Charles S. Casassa, S, J., president of 
Loyola University of Los Angeles, has objected to 
the linking of Philip M. Connelly with that insti- 
tution, as stated in an article by Frank Cunning- 
ham, “The New Three R’s—Readin’, Ritin’ and 
Reds,’’ which appeared in the July, 1953, issue of 
the NATIONAL REPUBLIC. In particular, Presi- 
dent Casassa objected to the caption under Con- 
nelly’s picture which «tated that he ‘“‘came out of 
Loyola of Los Angeles to edit the Communist 
‘People’s World.’” 

In his first letter to the NATIONAL REPUBLIC, 
Father Casassa wrote that ‘‘since our records do 
not show that Philip M. Connelly ever attended 
Loyola University of Los Angeles, we feel that a 
correction is in order, ..."’ After receiving the 
NATIONAL REPUBLIC’s reply, the president of 
Loyola evidently had the records checked again, 
and admitted that Connelly had been a student for 
a period of three years at Loyola High School, 
which, incidentally, is under the same jurisdiction 
as the university according to information on 
hand. Father Casassa further admitted that Con- 
nelly had been a “special student’’ at the Law 
School of Loyola University of Los Angeles for 
approximately seven months. All this appears to 
support the NATIONAL REPUBLIC'’s statement 
that Connelly “attended”’ Loyola; it was not stated 
that he had ‘‘graduated.”’ 

If the NATIONAL REPUBLIC left an inference 
that Connelly walked directly out of the university 
to the editorial desk of the Communist publication, 
the editors regret it for such was not intended. 
It has not yet been established how long after 
leaving Loyola that he associated himself with 
the “People’s World.” 

What incenses the NATIONAL REPUBLIC— 
and should incense Father Casassa—is that even 
as late as 1946 the Catholic Diocese of California 
reportedly awarded Connelly its medal for out- 
standing citizenship. Certainly there was ample 
evidence of Connelly’s Red activities prior to that 
date.

example of the preponderance of the in- 
telligentsia in fronts was afforded by the 
Scientific and Cultural Conference for 
World Peace, held at the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel, on March 25-27, 1949. This huge 
meeting was arranged by the National 
Council of the Arts, Sciences and Profes- 
sions, cited as a Communist front by the 
House Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties. In the large list of prominent spon- 
sors there were 88 professors, 69 with 
doctors’ degrees of various kinds, including 
some educators, and lesser numbers of 
clergymen, authors, playwrights, scientists, 
lawyers and other professional people. 
With few exceptions, the hundreds on this 
list were in comfortable economic circum- 
stances and in vocations requiring above- 
average education. Incidentally, the num- 
ber listed by the committee as having 
many Communist front affiliations was 
shocking: four had more than 71 affilia- 
tions; four with 51 to 60; ten with 31 to 
40: 27 with 21 to 30; 49 with 11 to 20, 
and 246 were listed as having five to ten 
front affiliations. 

In the American Committee for the Pro- 
tection of the Foreign Born, cited by the 
Attorney General as both “Communist and 
subversive,” we find a similar condition. 
At its 20th national conference held in 
Chicago, as late as December 8-9, 1951, 
there were listed 105 sponsors, among 
whom the educators and those with de- 
gree of doctor numbered 60, or more than 
half of the total. The remainder were 
scattered among clergy, entertainment 
field, arts, sciences and professions, and 
three or four trade union leaders. 

In analyzing the composition of the 
leaders of these fronts there is no intent 
to minimize the importance of higher edu- 
cation nor to reflect unfavorably on any 
of the professions specifically mentioned. 
Any such generalization would be obviously 
unfair and an unwarranted inference from 
the facts. Because a valuable tool is 
misused is not the fault of the tool. The 
facts are cited to point up the possibility 
of a vital error in attacking mankind’s 
most serious problem at the present time. 
In our efforts to prevent the Kremlin from 
communizing the world, have we not over- 
emphasized the materialistic factors? Is 
it not a delusion to regard Communism as 
essentially economic in origin? Have we 
not ignored the important fact that the 
crux of the problem is essentially intellec- 
tual—a battle of ideas—a struggle for the 
minds of men? 

In the fundamental field of public edu- 
cation, there is little doubt that we have 
been unwise in placing emphasis and in- 
creased reliance on the materialistic “pro- 
gressive” philosophies and training, which 
largely deny the eternal verities, have little 
room for God, and generally ignore the 
experience of the ages in developing the 
spiritual being as the vital spark in our 


culture and civilization. During the past 
two decades the “liberal” educators have 
been in the saddle. Despite the opposition 
of many brilliant and courageous teachers, 
the left-wingers have usually prevailed, 
showing a disconcerting sympathy for many 
of the tenets and doctrines of Marx, 
Engles and Harold Laski, plus several of 
their own theories of remaking society. 
That this system of education has left its 
mark is evident to all. It leaves youth 
with a dangerous void which bread alone 
can never fill. Said Lawrence Fertig: 
“You will not kill Communism by 
raising living standards and you need 
not necessarily get it where the standard

of living is very low. Communism 
flourishes where there is no opposing 
ideal to offset it. The ideal can be a 
powerful religious force, or intense na- 
tionalism, or a vigorous libertinism. 
Wherever these exist Communism will 
not progress but where they do not exist 
all the money in the world will not pre- 
vent the growth of Communism. It is 
in the field of the spirit and the mind 
that the secret of meeting the menace 
of Communism will be found.” 

This is not to decry the desirability of 
correcting social injustices or inequalities. 
and increasing the standards of living the 
world over. From both a humane and a 
practical point of view, the betterment of 
economic conditions and the elimination of 
racial and religious tensions must be a 
major long-range objective of all men of 
intelligence and good will. But the as- 
sumption that the rise and spread of Com- 
munism is essentially an economic problem, 
and is forced on our leaders by pressure 
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from the masses, is not borne out by the 
record past or present, here or abroad. 

In China in recent years it was the 
intellectuals whom the Reds first took over 
to “sell” their program of slavery to the 
country. In the early days of socialism in 
Germany it was the college professors and 
the intelligentsia who were its leaders and 
advocates. In the United States our people 
have not yearned for any Marxist form 
of society. Where infection has occurred, 
it came not from the pressure of economic 
necessity of the masses, but through the 
influence and leadership of the left-wingers 
among our intellectuals. The evidence is 
strong, therefore, that Communism is not 
so much a malady of the stomach as it is 
a disease of the intellect.

the slogan, “Go home, Yankee,” is being 
taken up even by non-Communist groups. 

Congressman Page Belcher (R-Okla.) 
has stated that “it seems American pres- 
tige is lowest in the countries where we 
have given away the most money.’ And 
that just about sums it up. This foreign 
aid spending program has cost the Ameri- 
can taxpayer plenty. It has been—and 
still is—a real sacrifice. And yet those 
billions, which we have so blithely handed 
out with no strings attached, have bought 
us only enemies. Even in Germany and 
Japan, where we have played the part of 
a most generous victor, there is a con- 
stantly increasing resentment against Amer- 
ica and everything American. 

In the NaTIoNAL Repusiic for August 
Professor A. H. Dixon discussed the un- 
constitutionality of foreign aid in an ar- 
ticle which has received wide publicity. 
And Congressman H. R. Gross (R-Iowa) 
has had more to say on this subject. 

“Some foreigners, who thirst for addi- 
tional billions of our tax dollars, appar- 
ently fear our Constitution as a potential 
enemy, for they seldom miss an oppor- 
tunity to snipe at it,” said Congressman 
Gross. “You can be sure that these fu- 
eigners, who call our Constitution ‘peculiar, 
are well aware that this precious document 
was written by real American patriots in 
the interest of America, not in the interest 
of foreign countries; that strict adherence 
to the Constitution in the United States 
probably would break up the foreign dole 
playhouse.” 

But we are concerned here, not with the 
constitutionality of the foreign aid pro- 
gram, but its results. Is it not time that 
we re-appraised the situation? Why should 
our tax dollars continue to be sent abroad 
to buy more enemies and to engender more 
hatred? Why should we keep on subsi- 
dizing governments which would desert us 
in any crisis? Since the end of World 
War II Soviet Russia has done nothing 
but enslave people and threaten new ag- 
gressions. And yet in many parts of the 
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world Russians are today held in higher 
esteem than are Americans. It’s some- 
thing for us to think about? 

We recently had a striking example of 
just where and how we stand in the United 
Nations vote on the question of seating 
India at the Korean peace conference. It 
is true that India failed to gain a seat be- 
cause a two-thirds majority could not be 
mustered. But did you notice the line-up? 
On our side were a few small states—20 
to be exact—mostly from South America. 
Voting against us—27—or abstaining—11 
—were most of the large powers. On a 
population basis we were actually defeated 
by more than a billion to 100 million. 
Uncle Sam, after he has handed out his 
cash, stands practically alone. It’s all 
right for us to spend our dollars and spill 
our blood, but, when the chips are down, 
we hardly have a friend in the world. 

Yes, it’s something for us to think about. 
And perhaps it might be well to let our 
representatives in Congress know what we 
are thinking. ‘This is going to be a hot 
issue when these gentlemen reassemble on 
Capitol Hill in January, and they should 
know the pulse of the people.

“They could give us little aid,” Miss 
Bentley responded, “and they would also 
get knocked off. We tried to get them 
into Washington.” 

This colloquy now explains the 1943 
report from the House Military Affairs 
Committee to the effect that more than 
2,600 male government workers in Wash- 
ington were enjoying “occupational” draft 
deferments during World War II. Any 
member of the four Soviet spy rings was 
granted extended draft exemption, so long 
as he continued to “deliver” from his stra- 
tegic observation post in the government. 
These were “essential” men! 

That’s how the U. S. Government, in 
fact, was turned over to Communism by 
Roosevelt and Truman. Every attempt 
by Congress to expose this sickening be- 
trayal, at the time, was denounced ve- 
hemently from the White House. 

The White House and State Department 
had secret information on Alger Hiss’ con- 
nection with the Soviet conspiracy ring 
as early as 1939, and then a detailed memo 
from three sources (Bentley, Chambers, 
and the Canadian Royal Commission) as 
early as November 25, 1945. But it was 
not until August, 1948, following the his- 
toric Chambers’ hearings before the House 
Un-American Activities Committee, that 
action was taken against Hiss and his 
fellow conspirators still in the various 
federal departments. As the Jenner Re- 
port notes: “This same inactivity was ap- 
parent in the cases of other persons men- 
tioned as Communist agents in the 1945 
Nixon (now Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon) memorandum, namely, Harold 
Glasser, Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, 


Edward J. Fitzgerald, Harry Magdoff, and 
others. These people stayed in their jobs, 
received promotions, and influenced policy 
for several years after impressive infor- 
mation had been marshalled.” 

For more than ten years, under Roose- 
velt and Truman, every exposure of Com- 
munism by the FBI was suppressed by the 
White House. America was being deliv- 
ered from the very top to organized Com- 
munism.

no compunctious visitings shake my pur- 
pose.” Mayhap we need not abandon 
hope when we recall that Stalin once 
studied in a monastery and some of us 
have witnessed in Moscow the grave of 
his wife, close to the remains of an an- 
cient nunnery. One does not altogether 
forget. 

That the monasteries did immeasurable 
service for society in the Middle Ages, 
providing a bridge from the broken Ro- 
man Empire to the new Feudal order, 
offering oases of salvation and centers of 
learning in the chaos and barbarism, is 
attested by competent historians. The 
Juste Monastery at Estremadura made its 
contribution to enlightenment through the 
deed that took place there in 1555. The 
unique abdication of the mighty ruler of 
the Holy Roman Empire exerted a sol- 
emnizing effect on Pope, Kings, rulers and 
the common people. Philip II, Charles’ 
successor to the Throne, undertook lasting 
reforms all over Europe in education, gov- 
ernment, art and social life. Who would 
question that the Estremadura incident 
was the cause? One additional benefit the 
monasteries could confer on our confused 
generation if civilization-wrecking 
monarch of our day would seek asylum 
there to make atonement and search out 
the peace of God. We would suggest to 
the monarch that he take with him the 
gangsters that insured his office, a few 
former secretaries of state, some of the 
destruction-architects of Yalta, Potsdam 
and San Francisco who did such deadly 
work in extending the Iron Curtain and 
wrecking so much of Christendom. On 
second thought, it were better that the 
monarch leave the gang behind, for the 
reasserted gang-spirit could wreck the 
monastery.

ship? What's wrong with letting these 
students know that the UN is used by the 
Soviet Union as a cover for Soviet intelli- 
gence agents and the alien supervisors of 
our “native” agitators and saboteurs? 
Why nothing about the absurdity of 
American boys dying under the UN flag 
while our UN “allies” send shiploads of 
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materials to the enemy? Why not at 
least debate if we had not better take the 
United States out of the UN?

end of the Civil War. It is a brownstone 
structure that for years has been one of 
the landmarks of the city. A statue of 
the reformer stands in front of it. 

The Baptist Memorial Church, repre- 
sentative of both the Northern and South- 
ern Baptists, is at 16th Street and Colum- 
bia Road, N. W. At O Street on 16th 
Street is the Baptist Church which Presi- 
dent Truman attended. The congregation 
has a great building project under way for 
a considerably enlarged church. 

It is manifestly impossible to describe in 
an article as this more than a few of the 
leading churches in the National Capital. 
The Unitarians erected at a cost of $750,- 
000 a church building that in design is 
typical of St. Martin’s in the Field, in Lon- 
don, and of a meeting house of New Eng- 
land; its bell came from Paul Revere’s 
foundry. It has a splendid parish house 
and assembly hall. President Taft was a 
member of this church. 

There are 2bout 50 denominations in the 
National Capital, represented by several 
hundred churches. The colored people, 
also, have large congregations and an im- 
posing representative building in the As- 
bury Memorial Methodist Church at 11th 
and K Streets, N. W. 

There are several large synagogues in 
the City of Washington. There is one on 
16th Street that resembles the one at 
Jerusalem. 

Further out, on 16th Street, the Greek 
Orthodox Church is now erecting a large 
church building. 


The Eisenhower Administration is poison to the Reds, 
both in our own country and in the remainder of the 
world. Therefore, it has become a world-wide Communist 
target. 

The Communist Party of the U.S.A., which met in a 
National Committee meeting in New York City a few 
weeks ago, came forth with a denouncement of the Admin- 
istration, which in the majority of American minds is a 
compliment to the new Administration in power in Wash- 
ington. 

According to the Reds, the Eisenhower forces are “speed- 
ing up a drive to install fascism in our country.” Why 
“our country,” from their poison pens, when Moscow is 
foremost in their hearts—is the $64 question. 

The Communist statement made by William Z. Foster, 
who has been “too ill" for three years to stand trial for 
conspiracy against our government, took exception to the 
recent statement by Attorney General Brownell that the 
Communist forces had now gone underground in our coun- 
try and were therefore now an even greater threat than 
heretofore. The Red statement of denunciation did not 
stop with the President and the Attorney General, but 
included J. Edgar Hoover of the FBI, Senator McCarthy, 
and others. 


The U. S. Department of Justice, the FBI, the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Dept., Federal Grand Juries, Fed- 
eral Courts, Senate Committees and House Committees, 
and in addition State Legislative Committees, have stepped 
up their drives against the Reds in our country, and have 
them literally sweating. Reds in our government, in UN, 
in Unions, in the educational, ministerial and other pro- 
fessions, and in Party-paid operative ranks, are being 
smoked out, arrested, indicted, denaturalized, and deported. 
No wonder they don’t like it. 

In retaliation, the Communist Party, its fronts, and 
fronters in education, religion, labor unions, and other 
professions are stepping up their smear campaigns. They 
use direct attacks, and indirect and undermining attacks, 
often by little, if at all, known agents and dupes, some 
clothed in the robes of religions. These come in pro- 
nouncements, in books, in various forms. 

The U. 8S. government has recently uncovered a vast 
flow of Communist propaganda material into our country 
from Russia, Red China and other Iron Curtain countries. 
These are in the form of propaganda books, pamphlets, 
newspapers and magazines. Literally millions of copies 
have flowed in over a period of months, but these have 
now been stopped by the concerted efforts of the Post 
Office, Customs and FBI. 

‘Progress” is a new monthly publication issued from 
Boston by the Progressive Party. Its first edition tirades 
against the Jenner Committee's deportation of aliens, and 
follow other Communist Party lines including defense of 
the Red educators of Boston who were forced to appear 
before the Senatorial committee. 

Communists are exploiting a new publication known as 
“McCarthy—The Man and The Isms,” by Joseph Morton, 
and published by the Pacific Publications Foundation of 
San Francisco. 

This work appears to be supplanting the recent “Report” 
issued by New Republic magazine and circulated by the 
Americans for Democratic Action-CIO Unions, Beacon 
Press (publisher of a new smear book on patriots), and 
Communist forces, a “report” which was never accepted or 
issued by Congress and the contents of which have been 
thoroughly investigated by the Department of Justice, and 
which DJ states it offers no foundation of fraud or viola- 
tion of election laws. One hundred and fifty thousand of 
the New Republic “Reports” are said to have been circu- 
lated. 

“March of Labor,” monthly Communist organ, Chicago, 
devotes its current issue to an attack on the McCarran- 
Walter Immigration and Naturalization Act, calling for 
support for the Lehman Bill, which would open our gates 
to new throngs of aliens and liberalize the qualifications 
of the applicants for visas. 

The American Committee for Protection of Foreign Born, 
a Red front officially labeled so by the Department of 
Justice, is circulating another propaganda attack on the 
McCarran-Walter Immigration Law, under the title of 
“Police State Terror.” The booklet is by Abner Green, 
the executive director of the Red front. Prof. Louise 
Pettibone Smith, of the faculty of Smith College, is co- 
chairman of the front.

F. Stone (Israel Finestone) Weekly, another new 
sheet on the Red front, attacks the DJ for the recent 
arrest of Sophia Gerson, wife of Simon Gerson, head of 
the Communist Party’s New York Legislative Committee. 
She is held for deportation proceedings. 

The “International Oil Workers” (organ of the CIO oil 
union) announces its defense of Harvey O'Conner, recently

cited for contempt of the Senate. He is author of the 
Union's history. 

The “National Guardian,” New York Communist monthly, 
whose editor, Cedrie Belfrage, has been ordered deported 
as an alien-born Communist, and whose wife is now up 
for deportation hearings, like Stone's weekly is defending 


Sophia Gerson. She was first arrested in the Gastonia, 
N. C., uprising in 1929, twenty or more of whose Commu- 
nist instigators escaped to Russia by skipping ball. 

The West Coast Communist organ, “People’s Daily 
World,” has raised $123,139 of its $147,500 sustaining fund 
drive. Santa Barbara County, Sonoma County and San 
Fernando County, California, and 8S. W. Oregon were the 
first Red districts to meet the quotas in the fund-raising 
drive, according to Red sources. 

Terry Pettus, northwestern editor of the publication, is 
now on trial in Seattle for conspiracy under the Smith 
Act. He first joined the Party in 1938, and had edited the 
New World, Washington New-Dealer, and Willapa Harbor 
Pilot. 

A new 96-page “People’s Song Book” has been issued by 
the Peoples Artists, Inc., of NYC, a Red front in the cul- 
tural field. The foreword is by Paul Robeson and the 
editor is Irwin Silber. 


The Communist Party recently announced the staging of 
a nation-wide campaign for the repeal of the McCarran- 
Walter Immigration law which it labels the “Police Law,” 
and its support of the Lehman Bill to replace it. 

The Communist front, “American Committee for Protec- 
tion of Foreign Born,” has issued a “Call,” for a national 
Conference for the Repeal of the McCarran-Walter Immi- 
gration Law, and for the support of the Lehman-Celler 
Bill as a substitute, to be held in Chicago on December 12, 

The “Political Prisoners Welfare Committee” of Los 
Angeles, unit of the above organization, is waging a cam- 
paign for amnesty for imprisoned and indicted Commu- 
nists, and for the repeal of the McCarran-Walter law. 

The American Civil Liberties Union (West Coast branch) 
has launched a West Coast campaign for the repeal of the 
McCarran-Walter Immigration law. Its initial propaganda 
mailing was to 1,500 California ministers, educators and 
unionists. 

The “Philadelphia Freedom of the Press Assn." (Com- 
munist) has announced its defense of Walter Lowenfels, 
recently indicted under the Smith Act for conspiracy, 

The “Washington State Labor Defense Committee” has 
been set up to defend and propagandize for the five Com- 
munists on trial there for conspiracy. It is headed by 
Wm. Gettings, Northwest Regional Director of the Inter- 
national Longshoremen’s and Warehousemen’s Union, 

The “Ohio Bill of Rights Conference” (Cleveland), has 
issued a Communist Party line blast against the “frameup” 
of “the Pittsburgh Five,” (five Communist officials recently 
convicted for conspiracy against our government). The 
organization's executive secretary is Frieda Katz. 

Paul Novik, editor of the Jewish language Communist 
monthly, “Jewish Life,” NYC, first exposed by this writer, 
is up for denaturalization, leading to deportation. The 
Immigration Department charges he was a Communist at 
the time of applying for naturalization in 1927. He charges 
in return that he has been framed by the joint action of 
the Anti-Defamation League, the American Jewish Con- 
gress and the Jewish War Veterans, which organizations 
he charges are “plotting” a Congressional “witch hunt” 
of Jewish Reds. 

Three Americans have been dishonored by the so-called 
honor bestowed on them by the recent World Youth Fes- 
tival, at Bucharest. The Festival, an annual event of the 
Moscow-controlled World Federation of Democratic 
Youth, “honored” the three, Richard Davidson (Chicago 
Negro), Warren Miller and Miss Rayna Hayim (with 
Irene Paull) of NYC, with laureates for their “cultural 
accomplishments.” 

The Festival announced that eight million new members 
have been added to the Red youth International ranks this 
year, and that the total membership now stands at 106 
million. 

The majority of the new recruits, it states, came from 
Chile, Japan, England and Iran. 

Mrs. Helen Allison Winters, wife of imprisoned Commu- 
nist head, Carl Winters, both of Michigan, goes on trial 
for conspiracy October 13. Four other Michigan Commu- 
nist bigwigs go on trial with her, Saul Wellman, Nat 
Ganley, Wm. Allan and Phil Shatz, all previously exposed 
by this writer. 

Nine other Communists go on trial in Philadelphia soon. 
Five go on trial in St. Louls January 4. 

Albert Maltz, California movie Red, donated financially 
to the official organ of the Communist Party (Daily 
Worker) recently. Sophie and Dave Davis, latter under 
indictment for conspiracy in Pennsylvania and a CIO 
official, also donated. 

The “National Women's Appeal” and the “Croatian De- 
fense Committee” are two more Red front additions.
